Missionaries Using Unique Rooftop Ministry in Hong Kong 
Among the many thousands of homeless children born to the hordes of refugees 
pouring out of Red China and into the teeming island of Hong Kong in recent 
years, there is a unique evangelical work being done. Love and care are bringing 
hope and joy to hungry hearts. Scores are being won to a living, transforming 
faith in Christ Jesus. 

This “most remarkable missionary effort of the 
decade” is prospering in a most unusual place—on the 


SPECIAL rooftops of the British government’s resettlement hous- 
REPORT ing developments in six areas of the Colony. There are 
now 78 seven-story buildings, sheltering almost 200,000 


- refugees, of whom 37 per cent are children under 14 
years of age. 

The Hong Kong Department of Education uses 40 rooftops for schools. On 38 
other rooftops, schools and club centers are operated under the supervision of the 
Anglicar-sponsored Boys and Girls Club organization. A number of missionary 
groups have been granted permission to use these unusual meeting places. Among 
the rooftops being used for religious training are three sponsored by the Oriental 
Missionary Society, and one each by The Home of Onesiphorous, Bethel Mission 
and Soul Clinic International. Besides these there are rooftop schools run by the 
Methodist Church, various Lutheran bodies, the Church of Christ in China, includ- 
ing YMCA and YWCA groups, and others. 

The first evangelical group to use a rooftop was the Oriental Missionary Society 
which began in August, 1954, in the Kowloon area. With a staff of eight Christian 
workers, under the supervision of Mrs. Florence Munroe, 300 children were regis- 
tered. Since then OMS has established schools on two other rooftops. Most recently 
permission to open another rooftop school was granted to Soul Clinic International. 
Paul and Mattie Ryan have already enrolled 280 children in it. 

Dr. Eugene A. Erny, chairman of OMS, returned from Hong Kong earlier this 
year with a glowing report of results in their three schools. Twenty-eight OMS 
workers are currently teaching almost 1000 children each day. Parents get their 
turn at night. 

Mr. Erny is convinced that the rooftop ministry presents a tremendous oppor- 
tunity, since, besides reaching so many children each day, parents are also reached 
through an extensive visitation program and Bible classes. 

One observer, commenting on the success of the evangelical schools, said: ‘“‘The 
tragedy is that there are other tens of thousands of children who cannot be 
reached due to the lack of money and personnel.”

The primary pur- 
pose of the “Missionaries By Mail” 
project is to supply drawings and lay- 
outs, free of charge, to missionaries 
engaged in publishing in foreign fields. 
This labor of love on the part of the 
| artists represents a step toward filling 
a huge void in missionary publications. 
It is hoped that other Christian artists 
throughout the country will follow the 
Chicago group’s lead. Each member of 
the group—there are only eight partici- 
pating in the project at the moment— 
supplies illustrations for a missionary 
with whom he is acquainted, or who has 
a work in which he is interested. (The 
project is still in the experimental 
stage and the artists cannot accept addi- 
tional “clients.’’) 


Music: A small group of Lutherans in 
Pittsburgh began what they call “Oper- 
ation Music” a few months ago. Their 
purpose: To send portable organs to 
missionaries who find them especially 
useful because they are light in weight 
and can be carried by native field work- 
ers. Now grown to a fellowship of over 
200 supporters, the project has supplied 
organs for Japan, the Belgian Congo and 
India. “Converts through the universal 
language of music” have already been 
| reported. 


Athletic: A new fellowship of Christian 

athletes has been established by an 

evangelical Prep school coach and a 1960 

Olympic team aspirant. To be known as 

Track Fellowship, the new organization 

will seek to develop a Christian witness 
| in track and field activities. The aims 
of TF will be promoted through a month- 
ly newsletter and through fellowship 
meetings at major meets across the coun- 
try. TF has been initiated jointly by 
Coach Marvin W. Goldberg of the Stony 
Brook School, Stony Brook, N.Y., and 
D. Bruce Lockerbie who runs for the 
New York Athletic Club (see Names in 
the News, this issue). 


WITNESS 

Underworld: Five young men are now 
“at home” two blocks from what is 
known as the “dope ring center” and 
three blocks from the “headquarters of 
the underworld” in Chicago’s near-west- 
side Maxwell area. They are there en- 
gaged in an intensive witness for Christ. 
Sponsored by the Mennonite Central 
Committee the group arrived in Chicago 
with credentials which identified them 
as “five Christians ... some of us will 
be in the community fulltime, supported 
by the rest of us who have jobs. We are 
cooperating with the Chapel of Hope. 
We feel that God has called us together 
to live together as brothers, as a family 
of disciples following Christ. We believe 
| that this is what God has always been 
doing: calling together a people who 
really love one another and therefore 
share everything like a family and are 
willing to share it with their neighbors. 
... We have come to urge men to follow 
Christ with their total lives.” The young

Waiting Room: Two “Waiting Room 
Pulpits” have been installed in LaCrosse 
Wis., terminals in what the sponsoring 
organization hopes will become a nation- 
wide “24-hour witness for Christ.” The 
“pulpits” are attractive stands display- 
ing a gospel poster and containing a 
supply of evangelistic literature. They 
will be placed in rail, bus and airport 
waiting rooms across the country as the 
movement grows and as local sponsors 
are located. The new evangelistic device 
is being promoted by the Traveller's 
Spiritual Aid Foundation of which Dr 
Gustave Edwin Anderson, a_ forme) 
Baptist pastor, is both founder and 
direotor. Dr. Anderson looks upon the 
“pulpits” as a simple “spiritual first 
aid” ministry of evangelism. 


Factories: In England, the Federation of 
Christian Unions is sponsoring—during 
the coming fall and winter seasons 
united evangelistic campaign aimed at 
the millions who work in London's busi- 
ness houses and factories. The Christian 
Unions, with a very large membership 
are preparing their members with special 
meetings for devotion, prayer and coun- 
seling advice. Most active during the 
preliminary stages of the forthcoming 
campaign has been the Advertising 
Christian Group, which is handling 
publicity and promotion. 


Hospital: Mission doctors in both India 
and Nepal, faced with epidemics of 
cholera and smallpox, have given a good 
witness to the depth of their faith in 
recent months. More than 16,000 persons 
have died in India; “thousands” in 
Nepal. Helping greatly in the sympto- 
matic relief of cholera, because of the 
great loss of body fluids, is the intra- 
venous injection of saline distilled 
water. At the interdenominational United 
Mission Hospital in Katmandu, Nepal. 
missionary laboratory technicians worked 
night and day distilling water on their 
only still at the rate of one gallon an 
hour—each patient needs at least a quart 
of the saline solution as soon as the 
disease is discovered or he inevitably 
dies—until losses were down to about 
10 per cent. One unexpected result: new 
appreciation and eager cooperation of 
the formerly reluctant Health Ministry. 


WORLD DATELINES 

URUGUAY—After four years of trying, 
Lutheran Church Productions was al- 
lowed to show the “Martin Luther” film 
for one week at the Cine Capri, located 
only four blocks from the center of 
Montevideo’s principal shopping district. 
Result: The success of the opening night 
(August 12) led the sponsor to declare 
“the second week is a good possibility.” 
Most evangelical churches cooperated 
in making the opening night a success. 
Some newspapers chided exhibitors for 
not previously daring to show the film.

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WHY PROPHECY? 


T is estimated that more than one-third of the Holy 
Bible is- prophecy. These predictive utterances are 
varied and clearly delivered prior to their fulfillment 
in the case of the many already fulfilled. Many are open 
to test as to their reliability either through historical 
records or by monuments which endure to this day. 

Who does not know that the remains of ancient Babylon 
stand in mute attestation of the truth of the predictions 
of Isaiah and Jeremiah? Who does not recognize in the 
ruins of Edom the fulfillment of God’s Word through 
Obadiah, Isaiah, Joel and Ezekiel? The truth of the 
matter is abundantly corroborated by the man-made 
peninsula which juts out from the land of Lebanon into 
the Mediterranean Sea: the place called Tyre of which 
Ezekiel spoke—the prediction which resulted in action 
which altered the geography books of the Holy Lands. 

But there is far more than this in Biblical prophecy: 
the many Old Testament predictions concerning our 
Lord’s birth, life, death and resurrection have been 
minutely fulfilled. Such a record of accuracy serves to 
warn us that Biblical predictions not a yet fulfilled are 
not to be taken lightiy. 

Some may be wondering what purpose God had in 
directing that prophecy should be part of His Holy Word. 
Without attempting to give a comprehensive answer, may 
we suggest some evident reasons. We realize that in a 
sense what follows is a personal testimony for we are 
citing the primary motivations which have helped us as 
we have turned our attention to the prophetic Scriptures. 


First, fulfilled prophecy offers evidence to the believing 
soul as to the reality and the truth of God. Isaiah seized 
upon this fact. Through him God indicated that the 
purpose behind his predictions was “that they may see, 
and know, and consider, and understand together, that 
the hand of Jehovah hath done this” (Isa. 41:20 A.S.V.). 
In the same prophecy God challenges the gods of the 
heathen: “Declare the things that are to come here- 
after, that we know that ye are gods” (Isa. 41:23). 
While the Bible clearly indicates that particularly in the 
last days there will be false prophets who shall perform 
wonders (Matt. 24:11, 24), by their very nature they are 
false, and if they make predictions, they cannot be for 
the distant future. 

The Biblical predictions are in a class by themselves. 
Here are no vacuous utterances, capable of interpretation 
in keeping with whatever direction history might move. 
Here are definite predictions concerning nations, cities 
and individuals; predictions often startlingly specific. In 
view of such evidence, the child of God thanks God, and 
takes courage. 


Seconp, prophecy yet to be fulfilled serves as a call to 
the child of God to holiness of life. We are told that to 
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have hope in Him who is to appear is also to purify our- 
selves (I John 3:2, 3). Scripture, in referring to the 
coming dissolution of all things, exhorts us as to “what 
manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy living and 
godliness” (II Pet. 3:11). Frankly, if a claimed belief 
in the Lord’s return and in truths related to His coming 
does not produce holiness of life, the profession is at once 
suspect as to its depth or genuineness. 


Tuirp, unfulfilled prophecy constitutes a strong com- 
mand to the child of God to be busy in the task of 
evangelism—at home and abroad. In God’s plan, there 
is to be the time when the fullness of the Gentiles shall 
come in (cf. Rom. 11:25). There will, therefore, be a 
conclusion to God’s visiting the Gentiles to take out of 
them a people for His name (Acts 15:14); then the Lord 
will return (Acts 15:16). Thus the child of God who 
really loves His appearing, will be active in reaching the 
lost, the least and the last for Him. Surely no real be- 
liever can do less than have as his objective the evan- 
gelization of the world, so that men out of every tribe 
and tongue and people and nation may be won to Christ. 


Fourtn, unfulfilled prophecy is an area in the Word of 
God which gives the child of God an opportunity to trust 
Him. Whatever the signs of our Lord’s coming in glory 
which may already be embryonically present, even be- 
fore His coming for His own, there is still much room to 
believe God! And nothing pleases God more than this. 
Read again Romans 4:20-25. “Being fully assured that 
what he had promised, he was able also to perform.” 
God delights to be trusted. Whatever He has predicted 
concerning the future, and however impossible of ful- 
fillment these things may seem, they will of course be 
fulfilled. Let us dare to believe Him. Let us dare to 
live now in the light of what God says will be. 


FINALLY, it should be recognized that fulfilled prophecy 
is a warning to the impenitent. Here once again the 
Word of God thunders its message: “Prepare to meet 
thy God.” Israel’s presence in her own land—in un- 
belief, in jeopardy of her very life; apostasy rampant in 
the visible church; national and international unrest and 
suspicion; outbreaking lawlessness, immorality, and the 
cry for pleasure rather than for God; the lukewarmness 
of those who profess religion; the increase in the propa- 
gation of the gospel (not nearly fast enough as yet); the 
rapid increase in knowledge; and the weapons of self- 
destruction which men hold in their hands today—all 
plainly say in the words of the hymn: 

Hasten, sinner, to be wise, 
Stay not for tomorrow’s sun; 
Wisdom if thou still despise, 
Harder is it to be won. 





The Power Remains 

It might seem that these are dismal days for the Chris- 
tian faith—that is, if one drew his conclusions from the 
state of various long established Christian groups. A 
recent issue of Time, for example, declares that “by the 
delegates’ own gloomy account, the Methodist Church 
in Britain is sick.” This church with its very splendid 
beginnings in the days of the Wesleys is now confronted 
with a new low in the number of new members received 
last year, a shocking drop in Sunday school attendance 
and a steady decline in the number of its ministers. 
Similar situations among groups in Scandinavia, France 
and other parts of Europe have also been noted. 

At home a new study sponsored by the Fund for the 
Republic seems to disclose a flimsy foundation of faith 
beneath our record high in church membership. Ac- 
cording to Dr. William Lee Miller, Yale Divinity School 
professor and one of those making the survey, “For 
Americans religion is likely to be the belief in believing, 
the faith in faith.” That, we conclude, is tantamount to 
saying that in this country we tend to regard “religion” 
—any brand, kind or even blend—as a “good thing,” 
something like having enough life insurance or seeing 
the dentist every six months. 

We do not wish to disparage the very real problems 
faced by Methodists in Britain—or any other group. We 
are thankful for the fellowship of all who love the Lord 
Jesus Christ and are faithful to His Word. Nor would 
we argue with the conclusions of the Fund for the 
Republic study—in fact, we suspect that Dr. Miller’s 
statement is all too true. However a distinction should 
be made between the vitality of organizations and creeds 
and the power of God in individual lives. For whosoever 
will receive it, the gospel of Jesus Christ is still the 
“dynamite” of God unto salvation. 

Even the best organizations and creeds and patterns 
of belief, like men, grow old and tired. But the power 
of the gospel of Jesus Christ in the heart is as fresh and 
explosive as it was in the day of the apostle Paul. If 


you’re inclined to doubt, ask the Skid Row bum who 
was saved last year—and has been sober ever since. 
Or talk to the up-and-outer whose life has suddenly 
become new and radiant. Ov spend ten minutes with 
the young Christian in military service who is miracu- 
lously living for Christ in the midst of constant pressure 
to let down and run with the crowd. 

Most important, ask yourself. What has Christ done 
for you? Has He delivered you from a sin against which 
you were helpless? Has He given you real peace and 
joy? Has He kept you through all the ups and downs 
of personal and family experience? 

There has been no diminution of power in the Word 
or in prayer or in ‘the enabling of the Holy Spirit. How 
we should thank God for that in these darkening times! 
Our only concern need be that we take men beyond 
mere introduction to our institutions or organizations or 
even our creeds and bring them to Jesus Christ Himself. 


Have You a Hallelujah? 


Working with this month’s material on prophecy has 
brought its own very definite blessings to several of us 
who have helped prepare this issue. One staff member 
confessed that as a young Christian he had sometimes 
wondered whether he would ever have the capacity for 
the repeated praise pictured in Revelation 4:9-11; 
5:8-10; 7:11, 12 and other similar passages. Yet night 
after night following work with material on God’s eternal 
purpose, he has been near to surprising fellow com- 
muters by shouting “hallelujah” on his evening train. 

Hallelujah’s will be abundant in Heaven, but they are 
too seldom heard on earth. Perhaps we pay too high 
a price in our day for order and decorum. Certainly we 
ought to dwell more in the Word of God, to rejoice in 
Him for Himself, to delight ourselves in the excellence 
of His ways and the greatness of our salvation. 

Is it not because we perceive so little that we are so 
unresponsive? Or is there a hallelujah in your heart?

HE Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments unite in their testimony 
that Jesus Christ the Lord of glory 
is coming to earth again. The proph- 

ets of the Old Testament presented a 
mingled picture of the suffering of Israel's 
Messiah and the glory of His majesty 
when He comes to reign over the earth. 
In the light of New Testament revelation 
the mystery of this mingled picture, 
which was an enigma to the Old Testa- 
ment prophets, is solved by distinguish- 
ing prophecy pertaining to His first com- 
ing, wherein is fulfilled the purpose of 
God in His suffering and death, and 
prophecy of His second coming dealing 
with His reign over the world. 

As commonly interpreted by those who 
take the prophecies of an earthly king- 
dom in a literal sense, Christ will return 
to the earth to reign for one thousand 
years (Rev. 20). This doctrine provides 
a comprehensive answer to the question 
of the goal of human history, and 
prophesies the grand culmination of di- 
vine dealings with men in the new 
heaven and the new earth which will 
follow Christ's millennial reign. The hope 
of the second coming of the Lord to the 
earth can be claimed by the saints of all 
ages, but it is especially designed to ful- 
fill the promises of Scripture to Israel. 


+ EMBODIED in New Testament revelation, 
however, is a new line of truth which 
constitutes the special hope of those who 
belong to the church, the saints of the 
present age. This revelation is the prom- 
ise of the coming of the Lord for His 
church as an event preceding His glori- 
ous return to the earth and designed 
especially to provide a translation of the 
church from things of earth to things 
of heaven at the close of the age. 

This hope was not unfolded to His 
disciples until the night before His 
crucifixion. While gathered with the dis- 
ciples in the upper room, our Lord 
spoke the memorable words of com- 
fort to His disciples: “Let not your 
heart be troubled: ye believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me. In my Father's house 
are many mansions: if it were not so, 
I would have told you. I go to prepare 
a place for you. And if I go and prepare 
a place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also.” 


The disciples were not unfamiliar with 
the prophecies that had to do with His 
second coming. They had earlier asked 
our Lord (Matt. 24) what signs there 
would be preceding His return and the 
end of the age. But they were mani- 
festly unprepared for the revelation given 
in the fourteenth chapter of John. In this 
declaration our Lord plainly tells them 
that He is going to leave them and go to 
heaven. He promises that after He has 
prepared a place for them He will come 
and receive them unto Himself in order 
that they may be with Him forever. The 
obvious implication of these 
that the Lord is going to come for His 
disciples and take them home to glory 

This was precisely the opposite of what 
the disciples had hoped. They had ex- 
pected Christ to remain in the earth, 
establish His earthly Messianic kingdom 
and appoint them as His leading officers. 
It was for this reason. among others, 
that they were perturbed by the prophe- 
cies that He was going to leave them and

that they would not be able to follow 
It did not fit their understanding of the 
divine program. 


Nor did it fit their theology that they 
would accompany Him to the heavenly 
sphere. Israel’s hope concerned an earth- 
ly kingdom preceding the eternal state. 
And yet Christ not only promises that 
they will have a prepared place in 
heaven rather than earth, but that He 
Himself is going to come for them and 
bring them to this place. This new reve- 
lation, introduced in its simplest form in 
John 14, is of course later unfolded in 
the Pauline epistles.

Here in the clear teaching of prophecy is the foundation for the blessed 


hope which turns the believer’s eyes toward the coming of his Lord 


for the two “comings” to occur at the 
same time. The events which follow the 
return of Christ to establish His kingdom 
presume that saints who will be on the 
earth at that time will be still in their 
natural bodies, subject to judgments 
such as are portrayed in Ezekiel 20:34-38 
and Matthew 25:31-46. Further, the 
saints of the millennial age are described 
as bearing children, tilling the _ soil, 
planting vineyards, and building houses 
(Isa. 65:20-25). Such activities are not 
in the proper sphere of those who have 
been either translated or resurrected. 

Inasmuch, therefore, as the two events 
could not be coincident, it seems clear 
that the hope of the church for transla- 
tion refers to an event which is prior to 
and preceding the coming of Christ to 
establish His kingdom, and separated 
from the kingdom period by a time 
sufficient to allow the formation of a 
new body of believers who will form the 
saints who enter the millennial age. 

The last trump mentioned in I Corin- 
thians 15:52 as the signal for this event 
should not be confused with the seventh 
trumpet of Revelation 11:15, which is 
the trumpet of the seventh angel, and 
has to do with divine judgments upon 
the earth toward the end of the tribula- 
tion period. 

Nor is it to be confused with the 
trumpet of Matthew 24:31 where God 
sends His angels to “gather the elect 
from the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other.’ This has to do 
with the gathering of the elect at the 
beginning of the millennium and _ has 
been variously interpreted as applying 
to the elect of Israel or to all elect of 
all ages who will converge upon the 
millennial scene. No resurrection or 
translation is contemplated in Matthew's 
trumpet, and this trumpet is an event 
which follows rather than precedes the 
second coming of Christ to the earth. 


+ A FURTHER comprehensive revelation of 
the rapture of the church is found 
in I Thessalonians 4:13-18. Here the 
apostle Paul comforts and instructs the 
Thessalonians who had already lost 
some of their fellow Christians through 
death. He assures them that as Christians 
they should “sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope.” Just as surely as 
Christ died and rose again, he informs 
them in verse 14, “so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will Goa bring with him.” 

It is apparent that the Thessalonians 
did not question the fact of the resurrec- 
tion of their loved ones who had died. 
Their question concerned the time when

this would occur. One would gather that 
they had been instructed in prophetic 
events, and understood not only the truth 
of the coming of the Lord but also the 
predictions of the coming time of tribu- 


lation. If it may be presumed that they, 


understood that their translation would 
precede the time of trouble, their ques- 
tion seems directed to the point of 
whether they would have to wait until 
after the tribulation before their loved 
ones would be raised from the dead. 

The answer of Paul is that they would 
not need to wait, for the resurrection of 
the dead in Christ will precede’ the 
translation of the living saints. In verse 
15 he writes: “For this we say unto you 
by the word of the Lord, that we which 
are alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent [precede] 
them which are asleep.” Paul then 
describes graphically the order of events 
in connection with the rapture of the 
church. “For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God: and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first: then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord.” 

The events related to the rapture begin 
by the Lord’s coming from heaven into 
the atmospheric heavens “with a shout” 
—literally, a military command. This 





On earth events will already 
have begun which will lead to 
the terrible climax of the Great 


Tribulation. But heaven, too, 


will be the setting for solemn 
judgment as believers appear 
before Christ to give account 
of their works.

will be accompanied by the voice of the 
archangel, identified in Jude 9 as 
Michael, the leader of the angelic hosts 
against the forces of wickedness. At the 
same time there will be the sounding of 
the trump of God, apparently the same 
trump mentioned in I Corinthians 15:52. 
When these events take place, the dead 
in Christ will rise first, an event immedi- 
ately followed by the translation of 
living saints who will join those resur- 
rected in meeting the Lord in the air. 

The Scriptures do not explain the rela- 
tionship of the shout of the Lord, the 
voice of the archangel and the trump of 
God, though some have seen in these 
three items three stages in the Lord's 
return, the shout being related to the 
resurrection of the dead, the voice of the 
archangel being connected with the 
translation of the living saints, and the 
trump of God considered as the signal 
for assembling both resurrected and 
translated saints in the air. 

Particular interest has centered in the 
angelic element of the voice of the 
archangel. Some have regarded this a 
proof that this event includes the Old 
Testament saints as well as the saints 
of the present age in that Michael, the 
archangel, is the special defender of 
Israel. Others have preferred the inter- 
pretation that only the saints of the 
present age are included inasmuch as 
the technical expression “the dead in 
Christ” is mentioned in verse 16 as com- 
prising those who are raised from the 
dead. The expression “in Christ” is used 
always in the New Testament to refer 
to saints of the present age and is never 
used of Old Testment saints. Further, 
the doctrine of resurrection in the Old 
Testament seems to associate the resur- 
rection of Israel and Old Testament 
saints with events that have particularly 
to do with the Lord’s return to the earth- 
ly kingdom. Though expositors differ on 
such details, the central fact remains 
that there will be a resurrection and a 
translation of the saints at approxi- 
mately the same moment and that when 
this occurs they will meet the Lord in 
the air and will never again be separated 
from their blessed Lord. 

In the light of the fact that none of 
the principal passages in the New Testa- 
ment relate this event to the establish- 
ment of the kingdom on the earth, and 
in fact explicitly teach (as in John 14) 
that the saints upon their translation 
will go to the Father’s house in heaven, 
this event seems to be distinguished 
from prophecies that relate the coming 
of Christ to the earthly kingdom. This 
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confirmed further by the exhortation 
I Thessalonians 4:18: “Wherefore 
omfort one another with these words.” 
If the prospect that was before the 
Thessalonian church was one of endur- 
ing the terrible time of tribulation con- 
cerning which Paul instructs them in 
I Thessalonians 5 and II Thessalonians 
2. it would hardly be fitting to hold 
before them the comfort of translation 
at the end of this period, when it would 
be extremely doubtful that they would 
be able to survive. The comfort pro- 
vided in the coming of the Lord largely 
depends upon the imminency of the 
Lord’s return. The very fact that they 
could expect the Lord to come at any 
moment was extended to them as a com- 
fort in the time of their sorrow. 


+ THE general facts concerning the rap- 
ture of the church are not usually 
disputed by expositors of Scripture who 
recognize the inspiration and infallibility 
of the Word of God. One of the leading 
questions in prophetic interpretation in 
our day, however, is whether the teach- 
ing of the imminency of the Lord’s re- 
turn is justified by the passages in which 
the truth is presented. Some (mid-tribu- 
lationists) have felt that the church 
must go through at least a part of the 
time of trial which is predicted as pre- 
ceding the return of Christ to establish 
His kingdom. Others (post-tribulation- 
feel that the church must go 
through the entire period and be rap- 
tured only at the close of the tribulation, 
in connection with events of the return 
of the Lord to establish His earthly 
kingdom. The most extreme view is the 
postmillennial teaching which interposes 
the entire thousand-year reign of Christ 
between the present and the ultimate 
translation of the saints, so removing 
the rapture from the immediate hope of 
the believer. 

A number of important reasons seem 
to confirm the hope that the Lord may 
come at any time. The time of trouble 
and great tribulation predicted by our 
Lord as well as the Old Testament 
prophets is never, in Scripture, related 
to the church. 

Though the church is assured that it 
will endure tribulation and trial and 
trouble, the church, the ecclesia, is never 
mentioned in connection with that spe- 
cific and unprecedented time of trouble 
described as immediately preceding the 
return of Christ to establish His king- 
dom. The church is never in view in any 
of the major New Testament passages 
that deal with the tribulation such as 
Matthew 24:15-31; I Thessalonians 1:9- 
10; 5:4-9; and Revelation, chapters four 
through eighteen. Furthermore, the 
church is specifically promised in Scrip- 
ture that it is not appointed to wrath 
(Rom. 5:9; I Thess. 1-9, 10; 5:9). It is 
therefore not properly to be placed in

One of the most obvious and pointed 
reasons for believing in the imminent 
return of Christ, however, is that the 
whole sequence of prophetic fulfillment 
requires a period of time between the 
rapture of the church and the return of 


| Christ to establish His kingdom. 


According to Scripture, all believers 
are to appear before Christ at the judg- 
ment seat of Christ outlined in II Corin- 
thians 5:10, 11. Further, it is normal to 
expect that Christ will come to receive 
the bride to Himself before He returns 
and observes the wedding feast in con- 
nection with His millennial reign, as 
announced in Revelation 19:7-9. 

The customary order of marriage cere- 
monies in the oriental world were: 
(1) the legal marriage, often arranged 
by parents of the bride and the bride- 
groom; (2) the coming of the bridegroom 
for his bride; (3) the wedding feast for 
the guests. Christ and the church are 
described in the relationship of bride 
and bridegroom, and the church is now 
in legal union with Christ. Christ has 
bought us with His blood, and we belong 
to Him for all eternity. At the rapture 
He will come for His bride and take her 


to the Father’s house in keeping with 
the oriental pattern. Subsequent to this 
He will return to the earth, and there 
will be a fulfillment of the wedding 
feast at which guests comprised of saints 
of other ages will participate. In view of 
the fact that the wedding feast, the third 
phase, is announced as a part of the 
second coming of Christ to establish His 
kingdom in Revelation 19, it presupposes 
the bridegroom had already come for 
His bride and that she had been taken 
to the Father’s house. 

The order of events which follow the 
second coming of Christ to establish 
His kingdom seem also to indicate clearly 
that the rapture could not be made an 
event in connection with the establish- 
ment of the earthly kingdom. If the 
rapture occurred at the time Christ 
was returning to the earth, it would by 
its very nature separate saints from the 
unsaved and leave only unsaved people 
in the earth in their natural bodies. The 
judgments of the nations as portrayed 
in Matthew 25:31-46 indicate the separa- 
tion of saved from unsaved as an event 
following rather than preceding the sec- 
ond coming of Christ to the earth and 
involves the gathering of the nations 
before Him in their natural bodies. The 
unsaved will be destroyed, but the saved 
will be ushered into the kingdom still in 
their natural bodies. Neither are trans- 
lated. The separation of the two is a 
judgment after the coming of Christ to 
the earth, rather than an event which 
occurs while Christ is still in the air 
on His way to the earth. 

Furthermore, the judgment of Israel 
as recorded in Ezekiel 20:34-38 is de- 
scribed in Scripture as subsequent to 
the return of Christ and involving the 
physical regathering of all Israelites 
scattered over the face of the earth to 
one central place. Then the separation of 
the saved from the unsaved takes place, 
an event which would be totally unneces- 
sary if a translation of all saints had

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already taken place in connection with 
the second coming itself. These indica- 
tions, therefore, would seem to point to 
the necessity of an interval of time be- 
tween the rapture of .the church and 
the second coming of Christ to establish 
His kingdom in which a new body of 
believers of both Jews and Gentiles will 
be called to put their trust in Christ. In 
this interval, usually considered the ful- 
fillment of Daniel’s seventieth week 
(Dan. 9:27), the awful times of trial and 
affliction described as great tribulation 
will be fulfilled. 

As presented in the Scriptures, the 
hope of the Lord’s return for His church 
is always one of imminent expectation. 
The rapture is never made dependent 
upon fulfillment of preceding events once 
the present age was begun. Believers 
are never exhorted to look for signs in 
connection with the rapture though 
there will be very specific signs in con- 
nection with the second coming of Christ 
to establish His earthly kingdom. As has 
often been stated, there is no unfulfilled 
prophecy which stands between us and 
the next event in God’s prophetic pro- 
eram, the coming of Christ for His 
church. 

Christians who are living today have 
seen tremendous fulfillment of prophecy 
in their own lifetime, and have every 
reason to believe that the Lord’s coming 
may be very near. There has been an 
obvious preparation of the world scene 
for closing events of the age. Though 
these events will take place after the 
rapture, the fact that there is divine 
preparation already evident in the world 
would point to the early return of the 
Lord for His own. 

The formation of the state of Israel, 
an obvious preparation for the fulfill- 
ment of Daniel’s seventieth week, the 
alignment of the nations in much the 
pattern which is prophesied for the end 
times, the Mediterranean once again the 
scene of world interest and military 
struggle, the increase of power in the 
nations to the north of Palestine (par- 
ticularly Russia), the rise of oriental 
military strength, and the _ increased 
power of destruction of human life with 
modern military weapons all point to 
an impending world struggle which it 
is reasonable to assume will fulfill the 
events leading up to the return of 
Christ to the earth. 

In a world scene where there is little 
hope for relief from contemporary prob- 
lems and from the uncertainty and in- 
security of our day, how wonderful to 
have such a hope in a Saviour who loved 


us and gave Himself for us, who provides | 


a present salvation accompanied by 
peace and joy, and who extends to us 
the certain hope, even as He did to the 
disciples in the upper room: “I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also.” ENpD 
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LOVING HIS 
APPEARING

very Christian believes that the Lord 

Jesus will once again appear upon 

this earth. We may differ about the 

details which precede that great 
event, but the fact of it is beyond dispute 
for every believer in the Word of God. 
Before He went away our Lord promised 
to come again and the promise of His 
coming is made over and over again in 
the New Testament. So all Christians 
believe that our Lord will once again 
appear. 

Yet all Christians, I fear, do not love 
His appearing. And all Christians should 
love His appearing; the Apostle Paul re- 
minds us that either gain or loss in the 
great day will depend upon whether we 
do or not. 

The expression “having loved His ap- 
pearing” is used by the apostle in his 
second letter to Timothy. In chapter 4 
he has been writing about his imminent 
martyrdom and he says in verse 8 that 
there awaits him “a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, 
shall give to me at that day; and not to 
me only but also to all them that have 
loved His appearing” (A.S.V.). 

So, evidently, to love His appearing is 
a commendable attitude which will bring 
its reward and should be the desire and 
the determination of all who call them- 
selves Christians. Now the reasons for 
that are made plain in the Word of God. 


+ WE should love His appearing, first of 
all, for our own sake. This is the most 
obvious and least important of all the 
reasons, but one, none the less, which 
the Scripture holds before us. When the 
Lord comes we shall “be caught up to 
meet Him in the air.” We shall be with 
Him and with those of our loved ones 
who have died believing in Him. And 
we shall receive at His hand that which 
we have earned. Here we may be mis- 
understood and cruelly judged and mis- 
treated, but there we shall stand before 
One who will “bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and make manifest 
the counsels of the heart,” so that each 
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one will “receive his praise from God” 
(I Cor. 4:5). ' 

As I write this my granddaughter is 
being graduated from high school. We 
are all excited, waiting for the hour when 
that coveted diploma will be placed in 
her hand, and (who knows) along with it 
a prize or a medal for something done 
above and beyond the rest. Thus it will 
be for those of us who have loved His 
appearing. That wonderful day is one 
for which our hearts should long. 


+ MvucH more important than that, we 
should love His appearing for the world’s 
sake. These are days of uncertainty and 
fear. Men are creating terrible weapons 
of destruction, which can be used to wipe 
out whole populations. Men are afraid 
and, as never before, long for peace. 
But we know that peace can never come 
until Jesus Christ comes again. Only 
when He sits upon the throne of His 
glory will men beat their “swords into 
plowshares and their spears into prun- 
ing hooks.” 

In a commencement address given last 
spring at one of our universities, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said, “Our greatest need 
today is the assurance of peace among 
the peoples of the world.” Since that is 
so, how ardently we should love the 
appearing of the One, and the only One, 
who can meet that need! For the sake 
of the world of fear-stricken men we 
should love His appearing. 


+ But there is a more compelling reason 
than either of these. We should love His 
appearing for His sake. Our Lord is now 
rejected and disowned by His world. He 
is the Son of the Householder who has 
been killed and cast out of the vineyard 
(Matt. 21:39). He sits today at the right 
hand of God, “expecting till His enemies 
be made the footstool of His feet” (Heb. 
10:13). But when He comes He will enter 
into His glory as earth’s rightful Lord 
and King. He will “sit upon the throne 
of His glory and will have dominion 
also from sea to sea and from the river 





unto the ends of earth.” “All kings shall 
fall down before Him: all nations shall 
serve Him” (Ps. 72:8, 11). Our Lord 
richly deserves these honors, and if we 
love Him we will long for the day when 
He takes possession of them. 

In Revelation 19:7 we are told to re- 
joice, “for the marriage of the Lamb is 
come, and his wife hath made herself 
ready.” Every prospective bridegroom 
longs for the day of his marriage; why 
should it not be so with the One “who 
loved us and gave Himself for us’? Ii 
we are to rejoice in that day, will He 
not also rejoice? And does He not even 
now eagerly wait for it? For His sake 
we should love His appearing, and for 
His sake we should do what we can and 
all that we can to make that appearing 
a reality. 


+#Tuat brings us to the next thing: What 
does it mean to love His appearing? 
Surely it does not mean a mere intellec- 
tual belief in the fact of His return 
There are many of us who ardently be- 
lieve in the fact of our Lord’s return, but 
who give little evidence that we pray as 
did John, “Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 
We know He will come, but our hearts 
rarely long for Him. And surely to love 
His appearing is not merely to desire 
Him. We can pray the above prayer and 
vet not love His appearing in the sense 
in which Paul uses that expression. What 
does it mean to love His appearing? 

It is significant that Paul uses this 
term in connection with the “crown of 
righteousness.” And the crown of right- 
eousness is used in connection with 
Paul’s claim that he had “fought the 
good fight,” that he had “kept the faith,” 
that he had “finished [his] course.” 
Surely all of that indicates that we need 
to do more than merely want Him to 
come, if we are to love His appearing. 

To love His appearing is to “set our 
hope perfectly on the grace that is being 
brought to us at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ” (I Pet. 1:13). The grace of God 
has appeared. It appeared when the 
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We know the Son of 
the Householder will 
return, but do our 


hearts long for Him? 


Lord Jesus came the first time, but it will 
shine forth in all of its matchless beauty 
when He comes again. And we are com- 
manded to set our hope perfectly, wholly, 
completely on that great fact because of 
what it will do for us. It will purify us. 
To love His appearing is to be pure, 
separate, apart (I John 3:3). 

If we are constantly assured that this 
day may be the day that today the Lord 
may come, we will hold ourselves in 
readiness for His coming. We will be 
careful not to dabble in the things that 
would displease Him. We will remember 
more frequently than we do that “we 
are a people for His own possession” 
(I Pet. 2:9 margin), and we will more and 
more “set our affections on things above, 
not on things upon the earth” (Col. 3:2). 

Then, too, it will energize us! We will 
“fight the good fight of the faith” with 
greater ardor and zeal; and to love His 
appearing is to do just that. I believe 
from the Scripture that the time of our 
Lord’s return is dependent upon the 
completion of His body, the Church. He 
is building “one new man,” and that new 
man is composed of all those who are 
united to Him. When that new man is 
complete, He will come. And if we love 
His appearing, we will do all that we can, 
as long as we can, in whatever way we 
can, to hasten that completion. 

Some years ago a young man who 
had been through World War II was 
testifying in one of our meetings in 
Keswick. He told how he rejoiced on 
coming home. He was sailing upon the 
river toward New York, and there on the 
shore was a huge electric sign which read 
“Welcome Home. Well Done.” In that 
great day of His appearing our Lord will 
say to every Christian, “Welcome Home.” 
For our entering with Him is wholly de- 
pendent upon His work in our behalf. 
And He is faithful. 

But will He also be able to say “Well 
done”? That will depend upon us. It will 
be our joy to hear that only if we have 
been separated unto Him and have been 
faithful in our service for Him. END

s there a future for the nation Israel? 
On this pivotal question all systems 
of prophecy divide. There is probably 
no more comprehensive theme in all 

prophecy than this. 

Those who interpret the _ prophetic 
Scriptures figuratively or symbolically 
hold that all Old Testament predictions 
relating to Israel are realized in the 
Church, and there remain no promises 
for Israel in the future. On the other 
hand, Bible students who _ interpret 
prophecy literally find many Scriptures 
predicting a glorious future for God’s 
ancient people. Indeed, so central and 
significant is the place of Israel in God’s 
future program that all prophecy must 
be misunderstood and twisted if this 
phase of prophecy is not given its right- 
ful emphasis. 

One of the keenest German philoso- 
phers, Hegel, an ardent student of the 
philosophy of history, said when speaking 
of the history of Israel, “It is a dark. 
troublesome enigma to me. I am not able 
to understand it. It does not fit in with 
any of our categories. It is a riddle.” If 
it is dark, the Word of God can throw 
light upon it. If it is an enigma, the 
Bible can unravel it. 

The last references to Israel in Scrip- 
ture in relation to their past history 
indicate their spiritual failure in reject- 
ing their Messiah, the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Luke states it thus: “And he said 
unto them, O foolish men, and slow of 
heart to believe in all that the prophets 
have spoken! Behooved it not the Christ 
to suffer these things, and to enter into 
his glory? And beginning from Moses 
and from all the prophets, he interpreted 
to them in all the scriptures the things 
concerning himself” (Luke 24:25-27; this 
and following Scriptures are from the 
AS.V.). 

Paul approaches Israel’s failure from 
the angle of the law. Says he, “What 
shall we say then? That the Gentiles, 
who followed not after righteousness, at- 
tained to righteousness, even the right- 
eousness which is of faith: but Israel, 
following after a law of righteousness, 
did not arrive at that law. Wherefore? 
Because they sought it not by faith, but 
as it were by works” (Rom. 9:30-32). 
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The result of this national departure 
the Lord has been their setting 
far as national testimony is 
concerned, for the centuries of the 
Christian era. So thoroughgoing has 
been this dealing of with Israel, 
that many have been ready to conclude 
that “God is through with the Jews.” 
But what say the prophetic Scriptures? 

One of the inexplicable (on human 
grounds) phenomena of the centuries 
has been the preservation of the nation 
Israel. God had an ultimate purpose 
in view when He protected and preserved 
this people through the more than four 
hundred years of Egyptian bondage and 
the seventy years of Babylonian exile. 
Now the Lord has kept His wayward na- 
tion through almost two millennia of 
world-wide dispersion, persecution and 
wandering. 

It was the prophet Jeremiah who was 
commissioned of God to deliver a mes- 
of almost unrelieved judgment to 
Israel. But it is precisely he who is so 
insistent that God will not suffer the 
extinction of the nation. The testimony 
is as explicit as possible: “For I am with 
thee, saith the Lord, to thee: for 
I will make a full end of all the nations 
whither I have scattered thee. but I will 
not make a full end of thee; but I will 
correct thee in measure, and will in no 
wise leave thee unpunished” (Jer. 30:11; 
also 31:35-37 and 46:28). 

Unquestionably, Israel has been kept 
nationally in order that there may be 
a regathering and restoration to the land. 
Our generation is witnessing the pre- 
liminary stages of this return, which is in 
unbelief (Zeph. 2:1, 2). The restoration 
to the land of promise is set forth under 
a twofold aspect: the first a preliminary 
and seemingly human movement, and 
the second a clearly miraculous under- 
taking from God. The passages are so 
numerous—extending from Moses to our 
Lord Jesus—that we shall have to be 
selective. The first prediction of return 
from world-wide scattering is found in 
Deuteronomy 30:1-10: 

“And it shall come to pass, when all 
these things are come upon thee, the 
blessing and the curse, which I have 
set before thee, and thou shalt call

them to mind among all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath driven 
thee, and shalt return unto the Lord 
thy God, and shalt obey his 
according to all that I command thee 
this day, thou and thy children, with 
all thy heart, and with all thy 
that then the Lord thy God will turn 
thy captivity. and have compassion 
upon thee, and will return and gather 
thee from all the peoples, whither the 
Lord thy God hath scattered thee. If 
any of thine outcasts be in the utter- 
most parts of heaven, from thence will 
the Lord thy God gather thee, and 
from thence will he fetch thee: and the 
Lord thy God will bring thee into the 
land which thy fathers possessed, and 
thou shalt possess it; and he will do 
thee good, and multiply thee above thy 
fathers. And the Lord thy God will cir- 
cumcise thy heart, and the heart of thy 
seed, to love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, that 
thou mayest live. And the Lord thy 
God will put all these curses upon 
thine enemies, and on them that hate 
thee, that persecuted thee. And thou 
shalt return and obey the voice of the 
Lord, and do all his commandments 
which I command thee this day. And 
the Lord thy God will make thee 
plenteous in all the work of thy hand 
in the fruit of thy body. and in the 
fruit of thy cattle. and in the fruit 
of thy ground, for good: for the Lord 
will again rejoice over thee for good, 
as he rejoiced over thy fathers; if thou 
shalt obey the voice of the Lord thy 
God, to keep his commandments and 
his statutes which are written in this 
book of the law; if thou turn unto the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul.” 

The comprehensive scope of the pas- 
sage is clear and unmistakable 

Isaiah builds upon this early testimony 
and reveals that the return will be pat- 
terned after the exodus from Egypt 
(11:11-16), that the Lord will set Israel 
in their own land (14:1), that the trum- 
pet of God will supernaturally assemble 
the outcasts (27:13), and that when all 
topographical hindrances are removed 
the exiles will come from the far points

of the compass (49:12, 13). The great 
evangelical prophet even points out the 
role that the Gentiles will play in this 
return (Isa. 49: 22, 23; 60: 9, 10). 
As already stated, though Jeremiah 
was called upon to herald a message of 
doom, he has a glorious word concerning 


| the return. In parallel passages he em- 


phasizes the grand scale of the restora- 
tion (Jer. 16:14, 15; 23:3, 7, 8; 24:6-9; 
30:3; 33:7-9). Ezekiel a younger con- 
temporary of Jeremiah, with the results 
of Israel’s disobedience manifest before 
him in the Babylonian exile, lifts his 
eyes to a better day (Ezek. 34:28) and 
sees that God will accomplish a regather- 
ing for His name’s sake (Ezek. 36:21-32), 
end reunite the long divided nation 
(Ezek. 37:21-25). 

Among the minor prophets Amos fore- 
tells a day when exiles will be over 
(Amos 9:14, 15); Micah predicts the as- 
sembling of all the afflicted (Mic. 4:6-8) ; 
and Zechariah specifies such a large re- 
gathering that room will be at a premium 
(Zech. 10:10). 

In words reminiscent of Isaiah's 
prophecy our Lord Jesus prophesied that 
the trumpet of God would sound for the 


angels to gather God’s earthly elect 
from all the areas of earth (Matt. 24: 


29-31). Part of the regathering will take 
place before the time of Israel’s trial, 
and a portion of it will be realized at the 
end of their age. Suffice it to say, the 
restoration of Israel to their land is so 
ingrained and interwoven into the warp 


and woof of Old and New Testament 
(Rev. 11) prophecy, that violence must 
be done large portions of Scripture, if 
this truth be rejected. 


+ Tue rapture of the Church (I Cor- 
15:50-58 and I Thes. 4:13-18) will find 
Israel, constituted as a nation, back in 
the land. There God will resume deal- 
ings with them, and from the place 
where relationships were suspended after 
the rejection of their Messiah. It will 
be a time of unprecedented distress and 
tribulation for the nation. 

Numerous passages in the prophets 
treat of this time of seven years, called 
Daniel’s seventieth week or the time of 
Jacob’s trouble. Jeremiah gives the proper 
sequence of this period of judgment as 
after their return to the land (30:3), 
and continues: “Ask ye now, and see 
whether a man doth travail with child: 
wherefore do I see every man with his 
hands on his loins, as a woman in travail, 
and all faces are turned into paleness? 
Alas! for that day is great, so that none 
is like it: it is even the time of Jacob’s 
trouble; but he shall be saved out of it” 
(30:6, 7). 

Daniel reveals that in this time of 
national distress Michael the archangel 
will espouse the cause of Israel (12:1). 
The unbelieving mass of the nation will 
have made a pact with the ruler of the 
revived Roman Empire (Dan. 9:27), but 
the godly will be witnessing (Rev. 7:4-17) 
and be purged and refined (Zech, 13:7-9). 
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Passages like Psalm 2:4, 5; Isaiah 26: 
20, 21; Zephaniah 2:3; Zechariah 12:1-9; 
14:1-5, Matthew 24 and 25; Luke 21; 
Mark 13; and Revelation 4-19 treat of 
this important period in Israel’s national 


life. Although the time is pre-eminently 
related to Israel, unbelieving Gentiles 
will be included also (Ezek. 30:3: “a 


time of the nations”). 


+ CerTAIN Scriptures underscore the 
fact that during and after the tribula- 
tion period, the nations will suffer the 


judgment of God upon them for their 


treatment of God’s people, Israel. This 
is the intent of Psalm 2:1-6; Isaiah 
63:1-6; Zechariah 12:1-9; 14:1-5; and 


the famous conclusion to the significant 
Olivet Discourse (Matt. 25:31-46). 

In another sense, and equally valid, 
part of this same prophetic era is 
viewed as God’s special assize for Israel. 
Apart from the well-known passages in 
Malachi 3:1-6 and Matthew 24:37-25:30, 





the testimony of Ezekiel 20:33-38 is espe- | 


cially explicit: 
“As I live, saith the Lord God, surely 
with a mighty hand, and with an out- 
stretched arm, and with wrath poured 
out, will I be king over you. And I will 
bring you out from the peoples, and 
will gather you out of the countries 
wherein ye are scattered, with a 
mighty hand, and with an outstretched 
arm, and with wrath poured out; and 
I will bring you into the wilderness 
of the peoples, and there will I enter 
into judgment with you face to face. 
Like as I entered into judgment with 
your fathers in the wilderness of the 
land of Egypt, so will I enter into 
judgment with you, saith the Lord God. 
And I will cause you to pass under the 
rod, and I will bring you into the bond 
of the covenant; and I will purge out 
from among you the rebels, and them 
that transgress against me; I will bring 
them forth out of the land where they 
sojourn, but they shall not enter into 
the land of Israel: and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord.” 
The events of the wilderness journey- 
ings of Israel, 


purged out before the entrance into 
Canaan, are made the pattern of the 


future judgment of the nation before the 
earthly reign of Messiah over a cleansed 
people. 


+ IT is not generally realized that the 
resurrection of the righteous is in several 
stages (I Cor. 15:22-24). The prophetic 
Scriptures of the Old Testament record a 
twofold resurrection of Israel: physical 
and national. Isaiah 26:19 states the 
first phase in general terms. But Daniel 
12:1, 2 furnishes us the vital chronologi- 
cal element: 

“And at that time shall Michael 
stand up, the great prince who standeth 
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for the children of thy people; and 

there shall be a time of trouble, such 
| as never was since there was a nation 

even to that same time: and at that 

time thy people shall be delivered, every 

one that shall be found written in the 
| book. And many of them that sleep in 
| the dust of the earth shall awake, 
| some to everlasting life, and some to 

shame and everlasting contempt.” 

After the time of Israel’s tribulation 
| there will be the resurrection of the 
| godly of the nation of all periods. The 
| unsaved will appear at the Great White 
| Throne (Rev. 20:11-15). 

The national resurrection of Israel is 
another way of stating their reinstate- 
ment as a nation into the favor of God 
The famous passage by Ezekiel on the 
valley of dry bones (37:1-14) graphically 
depicts this transaction. Isaiah has in 


mind the same _ prophetic event in 
66:7-9: 
“Before she travailed, she brought 


forth; before her pain came, she was 
delivered of a man-child. Who hath 
heard such a thing? who hath seen 
such things? Shall a land be born in 
one day? shall a nation be brought 
forth at once? for as soon as Zion 
travailed, she brought forth her chil- 
dren.

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The event will be so startling and un- 
precedented that the prophet introduces 
it by a repetition of attention-arresting 
questions. 


+ WHEN the student of prophecy comes 
to the subject of the repentence and sal- 
vation of Israel, he is confronted at once 
with what the French call an embarrass- 
ment of riches. It is like going into the 
forest to find trees; it is all trees. As 
was stated above, Moses predicted this 
important event (Deut. 30:1-10, espe- 
and 9). No prophet 
excels Isaiah when he dilates repeatedly 
on this theme (2:1-4; 44:22, 23; 59:20, 
21; 61:1-3). 

The reader of Scripture who finds Jere- 
miah dwelling only on judgment will be 
surprised to find the large place he 
gives to the conversion of his peopie to 
the Lord at the end of their tribulation 
(the famous passage on the new covenant 
in 31:31-34; 32:37-41; and 33:14-17). 
Micah does not close his message before 
he describes the removal of the trans- 
gression of Israel (7:18-20), and Zeph- 
aniah, who is so full of the message of 
the day of God’s wrath, will not con- 
clude his testimony until he gives us a 
golden passage that sets the heart to 
Singing (3:14-20). James the Wise at 
the Council of Jerusalem points to the 
day when “the residue of men may seek 
after the Lord” and goes on to speak 
of the conversion of the Gentiles as 
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. all Israel shall be saved . . 


. for the gifts 


and calling of God are without repentance.” 


well (Acts 15:17). The words of Hosea 
(5:15) beautifully dovetail with those of 
our Lord Jesus (Matt. 23:37-39). 

Zechariah, the greatest of the minor 
prophets, declares: “And I will pour 
upon the house of David, and upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, the _ spirit 
of grace and of supplication; and they 
shall look unto -me whom they have 
pierced; and they shall mourn for him, 
as one mourneth for his only son, and 
shall be in bitterness for him, as one 
that is in bitterness for his firstborn” 
(12:10). 

At that time they will enter into the 
fountain opened for the world at Cal- 
vary (Zech. 13:1). The Spirit of God 
has allowed us to know beforehand the 
heartfelt confession of Israel as they 
come to the Lord. It is none other than 
Isaiah 52:13-53:12. 


Paul, having made a comprehensive 
comparison in Romans 11:15, states 
Israel’s conversion thus: “And so all 


Israel shall be saved: even as it is writ- 
ten, There shall come out of Zion the 
Deliverer; he shall turn away ungodli- 
ness from Jacob: ang this is my covenant 
unto them, When I shall take away their 
sins” (Rom. 11:26, 27). The chronological 
setting is found in Romans 11:25. No 
event of the future is more certain and 
assured that the repentance, conversion, 
and salvation of Israel. 


+ THE feasts of the Lord in Leviticus 23 
serve aS an indicator of the sequence 
of events in Israel’s national life. It is 
the Feast of Trumpets, the Feast of the 
Day of Atonement, and then the Feast 
f Tabernacles. Such is the order: re- 
gathering, repentance, and rest. Rest will 
be theirs in both millennial and eternal 
glory. This people, so long without a 
country of their own and now with a 
political economy which rests so un- 
easily, has been promised a kingdom of 
matchless glory. Daniel foretold it (7:22), 
our Lord predicted it (Matt. 19:28), and 
John foresaw it (Rev. 20:4-6). 


several features which characterize the 
millennial and eternal state. The glories 
of the millennial era will be heightened 
and merge into those of the eternal ages. 
During the reign of the Messiah over 
Israel drastic geographical innovations 
will take place. Waters will be dried up 
to allow them passage (Isa. 11:14-16); 
barren places will become gloriously 
productive (Isa. 35:1-7 and 65:8-10); 
and the entire land of promise will 
undergo radical topographical transfor- 
mation (Zech. 14:9-11). 

Politically, they will no longer be under 
the domination of their enemies (Isa. 
11:14); they will be the head and not 
the tail of the nations (Isa. 60:1-22); 
King Messiah will arbitrate the disputes 
of nations (Isa. 2:1-4) with the absence 
of war; faithful leaders will be granted 
them (Jer. 23:4); and the Davidic 
ynasty will be restored in unparalleled 
splendor (Hos. 3:4, 5; Amos 9:11; and 
Ezek. 37:22-25). 

Socially and economically, Israel will 
be provided for with the bounty of ‘he 
King (Hos. 2:18; Isa. 30:23-25; Ezek. 
36:30; Mic. 4:4; Isa. 65:17-25; and 66: 
10-14, 22). 

Above all, Israel will be transformed 
and transfigured spiritually as the 
spiritual leader of the nations. As has 
been stated, they will be redeemed (Isa. 
60:21; 62:1-12); they will be witnesses 
to the nations (Zech. 8:8, 20-23); God’s 
sanctuary will be in Jerusalem (Ezek. 
37:26 and Mal. 3:3, 4); the Spirit will be 
poured out upon them (Joel 2:28, 29); 
and Jerusalem will be God’s throne (Jer. 
3:17). What a glorious prospect indeed! 

From Genesis 12:1 through Malachi 
and large segments of the New Testa- 
ment, Scripture relates to Israel directly 
or indirectly. Prophecy has largely to 
do with earth, so Israel as a people of 
earth has a large place in it. Let us re- 
member Psalm 102:13; pray the prayer 
of Isaiah 62:6, 7; and 
prosperity of Psalm 1:

N order to understand prophecy, which 
deals with the future, we must also 
know in some _ measure history, 
which deals with the past. Moreover, 

we must understand the significance of 
the various subjects dealt with in both 
history and prophecy. 

For help in these two vital areas, let 
us turn first to the revelation which 
God has given in His Word. 

The original creation, we learn from 
Scripture (Gen. 1:1), was an undivided 
kingdom ruled over by the Eternal Being 
whom we know as Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit. Earth’s original inhabitants, and 
all other intelligent beings (the angelic 
creation, and presumably any other in- 
telligences in other spheres of the uni- 
verse of which we have no knowledge) 
rendered worship and allegiance to God 
(Prov. 8:27-31; Isa. 45:18; Ezek. 28:5). 

The rebellion of Satan (Isa. 14:12-14; 
Ezek. 28:14-18) divided this into two 
henceforth irreconcilable realms: (a) the 
kingdom of God, and (b) the “power of 
darkness” (Col. 1:13), of which Satan is 
the recognized prince (John 12:31; Luke 
4:6; Eph. 6:12). The subsequent dis- 
obedience and fall of man delivered our 
planet into Satan’s dominion, where 
it has remained ever since (I John 5:19). 

We also know from Scripture that God 
and His great adversary have specific 
plans for the future history of earth and 
its inhabitants, including a_ visible. 
human representative who is to exercise 
dominion over the earth. These are, for 
the kingdom of God, His Son, Jesus 
Christ (Ps. 2:6-8; Dan. 7:13, 14; I Cor. 
15:24, 25; Heb. 1:2; Rev. 19:15, 16); for 
Satan, he is the man of sin, Antichrist, 
the son of perdition (Dan. 7:25; 8:25; 
9:27; 11:36; II Thess. 2:3-10; Rev. 13: 
3-7; 19:19, 20). 

Behind the outward scenes of human 
affairs, God and Satan are both working 
by means of specific influences designed 
in each case to prepare the way for 
final open manifestation of their respec- 
tive representatives as earth’s universal 
ruler. For the kingdom of God, these are 
the “mysteries of the kingdom” (Matt. 
13:11), and for the prince of darkness, 
the “mystery of lawlessness” (II Thess. 
2:7; Rev. 2:24). 
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History is the record of various phases 
of the working and conflict of these in- 
fluences. Prophecy (Bible prophecy, that 
is) is the inspired declaration by God of 
the ultimate future outcome of these 
great conflicting forces. Prophecy has to 
do with two great personages, Christ and 
Satan, and the eventual fulfillment of the 
basic truth of the first prophecy (Gen. 
3:15): the final, complete victory of 
our Lord over Satan, although the Vic- 
tor’s heel was to be bruised in the con- 
flict (as fulfilled at Calvary. where 
Satan was seemingly triumphant). 


+ Tue first Biblical accounts of the 
human race concentrate upon all of 
mankind in general, before and im- 


mediately following the Flood. But after 
human wickedness began again to multi- 
ply in the earth. Biblical interest focuses 
on Israel, as God’s chosen representative 
on earth (Gen. 11:27 to II Kings 25:21). 
But Israel, having apostatized from the 
divine calling, was judicially set aside 
(beginning with the Assyrian and Baby- 
lonian conquests of Israel and Judah, 
II Kings 17:6, 7; 25:1-21). “The times 
of the Gentiles” mentioned by our Lord 
in Luke 21:24 had their beginning point 
right here. 

The language of God through Daniel to 
Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon was very 
specific as to this: “Thou, O king, art 
a king of kings: for the God of heaven 
hath given thee a kingdom, power, and 
strength, and glory. And wheresoever 
the children of men dwell, the beasts of 
the field and the fowls of the heaven 
hath he given into thine hand, and hath 
made thee ruler over them all” (Dan, 2: 
37, 38). 

The remarkable prophecy of which 
this was the beginning then proceeded to 
portray the whole course of Gentile 
dominion on earth from that point (about 
603 B.C.) until the second advent of 
Christ. The kingdoms of Medo-Persia 
and of Greece were depicted as succeed- 
ing the Babylonian, and the Grecian in 
turn was to be followed by a fourth 
world dominion (never referred to by 
name in Daniel, because emphasis is upon 
its final stages, when its capital will be 
established at Babylon, rather than upon

Rome, the city of its origin). This fourth 
world empire is represented as continu- 
ing until its replacement by the kingdom 
of Christ, represented in the prophecy by 
the supernatural, destroying stone of 
Daniel 2:34, 35, 45. 

It is significant that the fifth kingdom 
of this great prophecy, that of God and 
His Christ (Rev. 11:15), is to replace the 
fourth kingdom in its final form—with- 
the interposing of any other. This

This ultimate form of the fourth king- 
dom will consist of ten federated king- 
doms, five each in the areas constituting 
the two original divisions of the Roman 
Empire (represented in the prophecy by 
the two legs of the image, terminating 
in five toes on each foot). Daniel 8 re- 
veals that Greece, Turkey, Egypt and 
“Syria” (plus territory included under 
Seleucus in that division of Alexander's 
kingdom) constitute four of five in 
the eastern division. And it is significant 
that France, Spain and England con- 
tinue to the present moment as poten- 
tially three of the five to make up the 
eventual western division 

With the setting aside of Israel, there 
commenced an epoch of human history 
designated by our Lord as “the times of 
the Gentiles” (Luke 21:24). This is pre- 
sented as indefinite as to duration, and 
is sharply distinguished from the specific 
total of 490 years decreed for the ac- 
complishing of all God’s final purposes 
respecting Israel (Dan. 9:24-27) 

The final seven years of this latter 
period have not yet transpired. The 
further words of our Lord in Luke 21:24 
indicate that the final seven years de- 
creed upon Israel and the times of the 
Gentiles (during which Jerusalem is to

have a simultaneous terminus. 

Commenting on the characteristics of 
these terminal days, our Lord predicted 
the phenomena of Luke 21:25, 26: “signs 
in the sun, and in the moon, and in the 
stars; and upon the earth distress of 
nations, with perplexity; the sea and the 
waves roaring; men’s hearts failing them 
for fear, and for looking after those 
things which are coming on the earth: 
for the powers of heaven shall be shaken.” 
None of these specific manifestations are 
yet apparent, except perhaps the begin- 
ning of the ultimate general ‘distress of 
nations.” 

But the actual terminus itself will be 
our Lord’s visible return (v. 27), preceded 
by the catching away of the living and 
resurrected saints of I Thessalonians 4: 
15-17 at the beginning of the final period 
designated as the “coming” or “presence” 
(Greek, parousia) of the Lord. It is sig- 
nificant that our Lord Himself plainly 
indicated the general characteristics of 
those yet future days as being identical 
with the days of Noah and of Sodom 
(Matt. 24:37-39, cf. Gen. 6:5-12; also 
Luke 17:26-30, cf. Gen. 19:4-9). 


+ DETAILED consideration of the principal 
characteristics of these long past days as 
suggested in Scripture should awaken us 
to a sober realization of the advanced 
duplication of such conditions. generally, 
in our own days. The days of Noah (that 
is, the days of his life “that were before 
the flood,’’ Matt. 24:38) were notable for 
at least five special characteristics. 

1. They were days of universal corrup- 
tion: “All flesh had corrupted his way 
upon the earth” (Gen. 6:12). This meant 
essentially an abandonment of the di- 
vinely established principle that human 
marriage results in an indissoluble union 
wherein two become “one flesh” (Gen. 
In the five years from 1950-1955, 
in thirty major cities of the United 
States, total marriages were equaled or 
exceeded by divorces. The general moral 
corruption of our day is too well adver- 
tised in the literature and entertainment 
programs of our culture to need any 
emphasis here; current headlines from 
the press speak for themselves. 

2. They days of remarkable 
(Gen. 4:19-22).

father of men whose lives were notable 
for the contributions each made toward 
alleviation of God’s curse upon the 
ground because of sin, particularly Tubal- 
cain, “an instructor of every artificer in 
brass and iron.” Details are omitted here, 
but enough is suggested to convey the 
distinct idea of “progress’’--which in our 
own days has reached a point at which 


| mankind in general is ready to believe 


that ultimately man can control his own 
destiny, including his indefinite perpetu- 
ation in this life. 
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Who indeed can begin to evaluate the 
inconscious impact upon modern man's 
thinking of the major scientific break- 
throughs achieved in the second half of 
this century? The combined results of 
1e diversified explorations and investi- 
gations of the International Geophysical 
Year now in progress will inevitably, 
the words of Dr. K. N. Ramanthnan, “do 
inestimable good toward the unification 
of mankind.” One of the _ inevitable 
consequences of such unification will, of 
course, be the return to that outstanding 
characteristic of the days of Noah when 
the whole earth was of one language 
and of one speech.” 

3. They were days of complete break- 
down of separation between the people of 
God and those whose portion was in this 
life. Of the descendants of godly Seth, 
listed in Genesis 5, only Noah’s family 
was left clearly distinguished from the 
descendants of Cain, previously listed in 
Genesis 4. “And the Lord said unto 
Noah, Come, thou and all thy house, 
into the ark; for thee have I seen right- 
eous before me in this generation” 
(Gen. 7:1). 

The modern counterpart of this break- 
down in separation was already notice- 
able in Paul’s day (I Cor. 5:1; II Cor. 
6:14-17), and was an outstanding charac- 
teristic of one of the seven churches of 
Revelation 2 and ‘3, that one which is 
believed to depict the Church’s condition 
at the end of the age (Rev. 3:14-18). 

4. They were days of scornful rejection 
of divine warning (Gen. 6:3. cf. Matt. 
24:38, 39). The Spirit of God anticipated 
the very condition which prevails today 
concerning the message of Christ’s com- 
ing in judgment: “In the last days 
scoffers, walking after their own lusts, 
and saying, Where is the promise of his 
coming?” (II Pet. 3:3-7) 

5. They were days of never-since- 
equaled communication between human 
beings and the unseen world of spirit 
beings. Space does not here permit more 
than mention of the fact; for a discus- 
sion in detail, see Earth’s Earliest Ages, 
by G. H. Pember, available through 
Christian bookstores. The modern re- 
crudescence of this ancient evil is ter- 
ribly apparent today in the cults of 
piritism, Theosophy, Christian Science, 
Mentalphysics, Unity, Bahaism and all 
the other departures from the faith 
which the Spirit of God long ago antici- 
pated in I Timothy 4:1-3 (cf. I Cor. 
10:20). 

To the thoughtful mind which looks 
beyond the superficial, it is increasingly 
apparent that the minds of men in the 
world in general are already far ad- 
vanced in the conditioning necessary to 
accept Antichrist, the predicted leader 
of the final fatal apostasy. In man’s own | 
estimation, the race is already a half step | 
across the threshold of entry into that 
utopian age which men have dreamed of | 
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since the Fall—but a glorious age which 
| God has decreed can be realized only 
| by the return of the Lord Jesus. 


| 


+ Our consideration of Gentile matters 
will not be complete without some refer- 
ence to Babylon, described in Jeremiah 
51:7 as having been “a golden cup in| 
the Lord’s hand, that made all the earth | 
drunken: the nations have drunken of | 
her wine; therefore the nations are| 
mad.” 
From the very beginning, Babylon on 
the Euphrates was an established basé 
for Satan's opposition to God and His 
people. Here was founded the first world 
empire (Gen. 10:3-10). Here was formed 
that ancient secret society (based on the 
supernatural revelations of fallen angels 
— “the gods” — to men) from which 
ultimately developed the  Eleusinian 
mysteries of Greece. Here was the origin 
of the teaching of many modern cults 
that man must work his way back to 
God through various reincarnations— 
from the very outset, the satanic contra- 
diction of the divine principle of man’s 
access to God through blood sacrifice. 
The system is symbolized in Revelation | 
17 by a resplendent harlot, “with whom | 
the kings of the earth have committed 
fornication.” She is shown riding upon 
the beast which symbolizes the final 
form of Gentile government, with the 
ten federated kingdoms already noticed 
in our studies in the ten toes of the 
image of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream (Dan. 
2), and the ten horns on the fourth beast 


| of Daniel’s own subsequent vision (Dan. 


w. 
The Babylonian system is to be de- | 
stroyed by the ten kings under Antichrist | 


(Rev. 17:12, 13, 16, 17), undoubtedly | 
when Antichrist demands worship of |

In contrast to this destruction of the 
system Babylon, a literal city of Babylon 
is plainly to be destroyed, as detailed in 
Revelation 18, by a great earthquake | 
(Rev. 16:18-20; 18:21). Further contrast 


| between the system and the city is seen | 





in the fact that the ten kings of Revela- 
tion 17 “hate the harlot, and shall make 
her desolate and naked, and shall eat 
her flesh, and burn her with fire,” but 
the same kings in Revelation 18 bewail | 
and lament the destruction of the city of 
Babylon (vv. 9, 10). 

Hence, the system and the city are 
seen to be distinct, but with a mysterious 
connection, originating, as we have seen, | 
at ancient Babylon under Nimrod, whose 
deification after his death by his profli- | 
gate wife was the actual beginning of | 
the system. 


+ BEcAUSE of man’s current interest in

Testament Prophecy 


It is paradoxical indeed, in this critical 
time in which we are living, when men 
everywhere are more concerned with 
events to take place on this earth than 
probably at any time since the fall of 
Rome, that there is so little material 
available which attempts to comprehen- 
sively survey those many fascinating por- 
tions of the Word of God that give us 
divine light upon the future. Works on 
the general subject’ of eschatology are 
appearing regularly, but some of these 
are dominated, not so much with a con- 
viction that the Scriptures are the in- 
spired Word of God, as with philosophi- 
cal or theological presuppositions. 

The whole concept of “realized escha- 
tology” has created a great literature in 
the last forty years, and we have many 
books, some of them very important, on 
the subject of the kingdom of God. But 
where is the volume today that deals ade- 
quately with all the major themes of 
Biblical prophecy? Such a comprehensive 
study is, of course, the only way to gain 
a proper understanding of this particular 
aspect of Biblical truth. 

In this series, I should like simply to 
outline this material, with little inter- 
pretation, leaving it to the student him- 
self to come to conclusions on the basic 
meaning of these various passages. 

This is, in my opinion, the supreme 
time for Christians to begin an earnest 
study of the prophetic scriptures. In the 
first place, world conditions call for such 
a study. Israel is back in the land, an 
independent state for the first time in 
2500 years! Biblical nations and sites of 
the Near East that for hundreds of years 
were hardly more than names in a Bible 
geography are today on the front pages 
of our newspapers. 

In fact, what is taking place in this

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Biblical area is of more significance than 
that which is occurring in any other 
part of the world. Just naming the places 
that appear in our newspapers every day 
takes us back to the pages of Holy 
Scripture — Israel, Jordan, verusalem, 
Lebanon, Syria, Damascus, Egpyt, Cy- 
prus, Arabia and Iraq, nothing else but 
old Babylon. Turkey, in Asia, embraces 
that area in which St. Paul traveled, and 
in which the seven churches of Asia of 
the Book of Revelation were located. 


+ MOREOVER, we are living in what is 
everywhere described as an apocalyptic 
age, a time of convulsion, of disturbances 
and movements which involve the whole 
world, and it is our Bible, particularly 
the Book of Revelation, that predicts a 
time when activities of governments and 
leaders of nations will have world-wide 
implications. 

Much of the literature being written 
today concerns the future. Some weeks 
ago on the television program, “Johns 
Hopkins File,” six or seven professors of 
that famous institution occupied the 
period by telling what was coming in 
their own separate departments of re- 
search. Fortune magazine has recently 
carried a number of articles regarding 
the future. Many scientists, and some 
economists, are devoting a great deal of 
time to writing on this subject. Men 
everywhere are interested in the future, 
and this is the opportune time for direct- 
ing their attention to what tne Bible 
says about the days to come—provided 
one knows what the Bible does say about 
these subjects. 

The Protestant Church as a whole is 
missing a great opportunity in not ade- 
quately instructing its members in this 
area of divine revelation, and is thereby, 
unfortunately, giving an opportunity to 
the false cults to mislead and deceive 
people concerning the future by their 
twisted and perverted concepts of Bibli- 


cal revelation. If men and women do not 
find the interpretation of Bible prophecy 
in their own churches, many will turn 
to the cults they told they 
will find it 


where are 


+ FINALLY, we witnessing today a 
revival of interest in Biblical theology 
The last thirty years have seen a quick- 
ening in this such as no one expected at 
the turn of the century. Prophecy should 
be a major part of Biblical theology; 
instead, it is the most ignored of the 
principal areas of Biblical revelation. The 
following statistics are indicative of the 
large amount of material on prophecy 
contained in the Word of God.

One might say that there are eighteen 
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major prophetic themes in the Word of 
God. In this opening article, I should like 
to introduce two of these, the first very 
briefly.

History (London: 
Prophecies Regarding the Nations 
This is perhaps the most ignored sub- 
ject in all the literature of prophetic 
interpretation—and if ever the prophe- 
cies regarding the nations, most of them 


in the Near East, needed to be recon- 
sidered, this is the time. 
1. Prophecies which include all the 


nations of the earth, or the kingdoms of 
the earth, or the kings of the earth, or all 
the tribes and peoples of the earth, etc. 
The phrase “all the nations of the earth” 
occurs, significantly, in the basic promise 
to Abraham (Gen. 18:18; compare 12:3; 
22:18, quoted in Gal. 3:8). Jeremiah 25 
is particularly concerned with all the 
nations of the earth, see, e.g., vv. 15, 17, 
26, 30, 32. 

All nations shall drink of the wine cup 

of God's wrath (this passage, also Rev. 
14:8; Jer. 51:7, 57; 18:3; Rev. 6:15; 19:19. 
See also Isa. 26:20, 21; 13:4, 11; 14:7, 8; 
14:26; 18:3.) One of the most frequent 
references to this subject pertains to the 
Lord bringing all the nations of the earth 
'up against Jerusalem, a subject to be 
more carefully studied in our discussion 
of Jerusalem (Isa. 29:7, 8; Joel 3:2, 11, 12; 
Zech, 14:2). 
2. The judgment of God upon specific 
nations surrounding Israel. The three 
larger groups are named in Isaiah 13-27, 
Jeremiah 46-51, and Ezekiel 25-32. For 
briefer passages see Amos 1:3; Zephaniah 
2:4—3:13; Zechariah 9:1-7, and the re- 
markable 83rd Psalm, which seems to 
have particular reference to conditions 
prevailing in the Near East today. A pre- 
liminary prophecy is in Numbers 24:17- 
24. 

Following are some paragraphs from 

my volume, Egypt in Biblical Prophecy: 

“It is not without significance that in 

the fundamental collection of Isaiah, ten 
nations are listed. This inevitably re- 
minds one of another grouping of ten 
nations, represented by the ten toes of 
Daniel 2, and the ten horns of Daniel 7, 
| as well as Revelation 12:3; 13:1; 17:3, 7, 


| 12, 16. The ten nations of Isaiah’s group 


are not to be entirely identified with the 
ten nations forming the Roman Empire, 
but the fact that both should consist of 
ten separate units is interesting. The ten 


(some of these are 


nations and cities 
cities, but for convenience, I’m using the 
general designation ‘nation’) appear in 
the following order: Babylon—fifty-nine 
verses of text, the longest of any separate 
prophecy here—Philistia, Moab, Damas- 
cus, Ethiopia, Egypt, Dumah (‘which i: 
Edom), Arabia, the Valley of Vision, and 
the city of Tyre. 

“The Jeremiah passage contains eight 
instead of ten specific nation prophecies 
Six of these are found also in the Isaiah 
collection, but two of them are new: the 
prophecy against the Ammonites (49:1-6 
also Ezek. 25:1-7), and the brief predic- 
tion concerning Kedar and Hazor (49:28- 
31). Strange to say, while the Isaiah 
section opens with an extended 
ment concerning Babylon, and the Jere- 
miah section account concludes with an 
even longer prophecy in this area, the 
name is not even mentioned in the 
Ezekiel section. 

“The collection of prophecies in Ezekiel 
concerns but seven different geographi- 
cal areas. Four of these are set forth in 
both Isaiah and Jeremiah, namely the 
prophecies against Edom, Egypt, Moab 
and Philistia; one in Jeremiah pertain- 
ing to the Ammonites; one in Isaiah, re- 
garding Tyre (23:1-18); while one is 
unique in Ezekiel, that relating to Zidon 
(28:20-24). Taking the sequence of the 
prophecies in Isaiah as basic, the order in 
which the cities and nations appear in 
the groupings of Jeremiah and Ezekiel in 
relation to it are as follows: 


State- 


Isaiah 123456789 10 
Jeremiah 923671500 0 
Ezekiel 042007300 5 


“Various passages in these three col- 
lections of nation prophecies have not 
seen fulfillment—predictions relative to 
Babylon, to Moab, to Israel, to the end 
of this age, to certain conditions prevail- 
ing throughout the world. Thus, while it 
is true that Babylon did fall, as foretold 
in Isaiah 13 and 14, and the Babylonian 
Empire did come to an end when the 
Medes captured the city in October, 539 
B.C., during the reign of Darius, there 
are certain elements of this prophetic 
utterance which were not fulfilled then, 
and which, if the prophecy is to be inter- 
preted literally, await fulfillment. The 
physical phenomena described in 13:10, 
the stars of the heavens not giving light, 
and the sun and moon being darkened, 
were not observed at that time, as far 
as we know. The Lord did not then visit 
Jacob with rest (14:1-3), the Assyrian 
was not then trodden under foot in 
Palestine (14:25), and God’s entire pur- 
pose was not then accomplished on the 
whole earth (14:26).

+ IN spite of the extensive and ever- 
increasing literature of Biblical geog- 
raphy, one particular aspect of this 
subject has been strangely neglected 
namely, the geography of the fulfilled 
and unfulfilled prophecies of the Bible 
A few elementary maps have been con- 
structed which attempt to set forth the 
boundaries of a Roman Empire according 
to Daniel 2 and 7. There are some charts 
—for the most part in literature seldom 
seen—of the realignment of the tribes 
of Israel according to Ezekiel 48:1-9, and 
of course we often see photographs and 
drawings of the Valley of Jezreel, the 
Plain of Megiddo. But, as far as I am 
aware, no complete investigation has 
ever been undertaken of the geography 
of the prophecies of the Old and New 
Testaments which are identified with 
specific sites. 

Here is an opportunity for a work that 
could prove of inestimable help to Bible 
students. Several years ago, a student 
in my seminary class in English Bible, 
a graduate of a well-known technological 
institute, submitted as a term paper, at 
my suggestion, a map covering only the 
geographical prophecies of Isaiah. He 
was able to locate ninety-eight sites in 
this one study excluding the many, 
prophecies relating to Israel, Judah, and 
Jerusalem. Actually, fifteen different 
nations are the recipients of prediction 
concerning their future in the three great 
collections of nation prophecies in Isaiah 
Jeremiah, and Ezekiel (Egypt in Biblical 
Prophecy).

Let’s try to imagine 
how it must have been. Here was a 
simple, ordinary couple who had 
obediently followed the Lord. First they 
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told by the angel that the 
child which Mary would have was of 
the Holy Ghost. Then came the visit of 
the shepherds . now there are the 
wise men. How their hearts must have 
filled with wonder at these marvelous 
happenings. Then, too, there was the

It must have been very beautiful.

Part IV. The Message of Salvation 
NARRATOR: The Bible has but one 
message for us: the story of man’s sin 
and God's provision for our salvation. 
Christmas would have little meaning 
for us without the knowledge that Christ 
“took upon him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of men. 
And being found in fashion as a man, 
he humbled himself, and became obedi- 
ent unto death, even the death of the 
cross!” Let us look more closely at this 
great salvation which God has provided.

QUESTION: What 
has a more stirring 
and militant sound 
than a well played 
trumpet? 

Answer: Three 
well played trum- 
pets, especially 
when they’re 
manned by _ three 
talented young fel- 
lows whose name, collectively, is Ohman: 
Chuck, Bill and George. 

The first time I heard this trio was 
at our Moody Bible Institute radio station 
in the company of Percy and Ruth Craw- 
ford. for whom they worked on radio 
and TV. From then on I couldn't get 
quite enough of their musical maneuvers. 

It’s funny how many details your eyes 
and ears can pick up during the first 
few notes of a rendition. I noticed their 
impressive poise, their amazing breath 
control and tine exciting arrangements. 
Their playing was generally just a little 
too good. Of course, I have to face the 
fact that, being an amateur trombone 
player myself, I drink in good brass like 
a dry sponge takes water. 

Oh, before I forget to tell you the 
name of the album, it’s MUSIC YOU'LL 
ENJOY. a Bibletone release (BL-1508). 

A song writer of wide repute, John 
Peterson, takes part in this disc on the 
Hawaiian guitar, and he’s one of the 
best in the country. Ruth Ohman, the 
boys’ sister, does a pleasant, dependable 
job at the piano. 

The boys sing, too. Chuck (top trum- 
pet) has a mellow baritone, used nicely 
in a couple of spots. Bill (second trum- 
pet) has a very listenable voice and 
blows a luscious horn. They join as a 
singing trio on occasion, although I'd 
much rather hear them play. 

Clayton Erb, an artistic young man 
from Philadelphia, is heard to good ad- 
vantage on this record in accompaniment. 
I wish he'd played one of his colorful 
piano solos, though. 

This music has the modern touch. 
largely. although it’s very appealing to 
the ear (and, sometimes, to the emotions) 
if for no other reason than good team- 
work. 

How can one family have so much 
talent? While I’m thinking up an answer 
to that one, let’s play their record 
through again! 





» To those of you who have a particular 


| affinity for an accordion sound, I'd like 


to introduce this accordion and its very 
good triend—ARNIE HARTMAN AND 
HIS ACCORDION (Christian Faith AH- 
7051). 

Mr. Hartman is very clever with the 
different effects on his instrument and 
carries on with considerable dexterity. 
He sounds as though he knows his in- 


strument and has complete control of 
it. My own viewpoint is that an accordion 
is at a disadvantage to begin with be- 
cause of its.sound and needs someone 
like Arnie to give it a little personality. 
But I know a lot of you differ with me 
on that! 

There are a couple of medleys on this 
record—a march medley, an occasional! 
soft number like Amazing Grace (this I 
really enjoyed), The Fight Is On, and 
When They Ring Those Golden Bellis. 
For the most part, the music really 
swings, especially in the three initial 
numbers, Stand Up for Jesus, Sweeter 
Every Day, and On the Jericho Road. 

I'd like to throw a little bouquet here 
to the ones responsible for the engineer- 
ing and sound fidelity on this produc- 
tion. The instrument is well placed and 
live. Details like this may seem minute 
but I think you’d soon know it if the 
engineering was sloppy. 

This is pretty much an entertainment 
album with a definite appeal to the 
junior citizens—well done as a whole, 
though, and worthy of as much ear ti?

from the upper left hand corner. Tedd 
always manages a fresh approach to 
things, handling his expression with 
cleanness of musical ideas and articula- 
tion. 

I like the way the choir is used on 
Over the Sunset Mountain. It comes in 
like a soft breeze for one or two phrases. 
then out—a nice idea. There’s a slight 
seventeenth century drawing room feel 
in All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name and 
Come Thou Fount of Every Blessing, 
which is a pleasant approach.

We should recognize that Jesus was 
tempted as the Messiah (Matt. 4:3, 6) 
as One who had no sin, and yet we 
know that, because He was tempted in 
“all points ... like as we are” (Heb. 4:15, 
| we may learn from His experience how

may meet our own temptations and 
be victorious over them. 
Two things call for our attention 


temptation and victory. First, then, we 


consider 


Temptation 

Note that it is the common lot of all 
mankind to be tempted. The strongest 
and most noble men and women were 
keenly aware of temptation. Angels were 
tempted and some fell. And Jesus Him- 
self was tempted. Let us observe two 
things about temptation. 
\1. What It Is (v. 1). Temptation is, ac- 
cording to the great theologian, Fair- 
bairn, a “seduction to evil, solicitation to 
wrong. It stands distinguished from trial 
thus: trial tests, seeks to discover a man’ 
moral qualities or character: but tempta- 
tion persuades to evil, deludes that it 
may ruin. God tries, Satan tempts.” 

We are told by James (James 1:13-15) 
that man is tempted also by his own 
lusts. It appears that God may permit 
both trials and temptations to test our 
\faith (James 1:2, 3). But remember that 
|God’s purpose is always to prove that we 
can stand. He does not permit us to be 
|tempted beyond our endurance but with 
the temptation provides a way of escape. 
(I Cor. 10:13) 
2. How It Works (vv. 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 9) 
Satan has essentially three temptations 
but he is a master at giving them differ- 
ent and attractive appearances. 

Note that the temptation of Jesus fol- 
lowed the same threefold line as that of 
and Eve (Gen. 3:6) and that 


general temptation of all men: “the lust 
of the flesh, the lust of the eyes and the 
pride of life.” Satan worked on Jesus 
a. By appealing to the flesh (vv. 2, 3). 
Jesus had just fasted for forty days. 


Satan, knowing that He was hungry, 
suggested that He use His divine 
power to satisfy His need for food 


Satan is expert at exciting the normal 
appetites of a man’s body and then 
tempting him to satisfy them in an im- 


proper manner. 
b. By appealing to pride (vv. 5, 6). God 
had promised to keep Jesus “in all 


his ways” (Ps. 91:11), but casting Him- 
self from the temple was not one of 
God's ways. So Satan wants us to be 
presumptuous and call it “faith,” to be 
fanatic instead of being spiritually 
warm and diligent, etc. 
c. By appealing to the eyes (vv. 8, 9). 
He offered Christ a short-cut to the 
rule of the kingdoms of the earth as 
he presented a magnificent panorama 
- but only at the cost of worshiping 
him. He shows us his “pretty pictures,” 
but what he really wants is our wor- 
ship. 
Now let us look at 
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II. Victory 
1. How To Gain It (vv. 4, 7, 
steps appear. 
a. By the right use of Scripture. Our 
Lord needed and used that weapon; 
how can we do without it? How can we 
use it if we do not study the Word and 
hide it in our hearts (Ps. 119:11)? 
b. By complete dependence on God. 
Every Scripture Jesus used honored 
God the Father. We cannot fight Satan 
by our own power. Luther was right: 
“Did we in our own strength confide, 
Our striving would be losing.” 
c. By denouncing Satan. Jesus sent 
him on his way. It is a serious error 
for us to argue with him. He is not 
divine—but he does have supernatural | 
knowledge and cunning. We are told | 
to “resist the devil and he will flee | 
from you” (James 4:7). 
2. What It Brings (v. 11). Angels ap- 
peared and ministered to the victorious 
Christ. The overcoming of temptation 
brings victory, peace and blessed rest. It 
makes one stronger in meeting the next 
temptation and enables one to help 
others to stand.

MEMORY SELECTION: The time is 
fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is at 
hand: repent ye and believe the gospel. 
—Mark 1:15 


The public ministry of our Lord began 
with the simple obedience to the Father’s 
will. Leaving Judea, where the en- 
trenched forces of formal religion had 
joined the forces of sin and wickedness 
in opposition to Him and had brought 
about the imprisonment of His fore- 
runner, John, Jesus appeared in His 
home province of Galilee. 

It is interesting to note that, before He 
went about the important business of 
calling disciples, He began to preach. The | 
Bible and the example of our Lord 
magnify the importance of 


I. Preaching the Gospel (vv. 14, 15) 

The gospel of Mark is characterized by 
such words as “straightway” (which ap- 
pears three times in our lesson for to- 
day), indicating immediacy of action, so 
we might well look for mighty deeds 
tather than words at the beginning of 
Mark’s account. 

Jesus came to work miracles. He did 
work them and He does work them today, 
but we note here that He came preach- 
ing, then calling His disciples, and then 
doing the miraculous (vv. 23-28). One | 
might have thought that He would do 
some mighty miracle to catch the atten- | 








tion of the people, then organize a 
“party” or religious sect, and then 
preach. | 


It is true even today that the man 
called of God who magnifies preaching, 
who gives the Word of God a place 
of preeminence, will see spiritual results 
not obtained by organization and public- 
ity, valuable as they may be in their 
place.

Our Lord desired the fellowship anc 
help of others and ultimately committed 
to them the carrying on of His work in 
the world. It is a wise leader who thu 
prepares for the future.

I. The Christian’s King (vv. 1, 2) 

The words which fell from the blessed 
lips of the Lord Jesus as He sat on the 
mountainside were not the wise but pow- 
erless sayings of an earthly philosopher 
or statesman. He was, and is, the King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords, who humbled 
Himself to become the Son of Man. 

If you have not given glad allegiance 
to Him do it now and you can then go 


on to learn of the Christian’s character 


and influence as you have become His 
disciple.

II. The Christian’s Character (vv. 3- 

Eight characteristics of the believer 
nere presented are worthy of extended 
individual attention but we can present 
only brief suggestions. 

“Blessed are the poor in spirit.” Hu- 
mility is a commendable quality. That is 
contrary to modern philosophy which 
calls for self-assertion and self-reliance. 
But Jesus was not mistaken—the way of 
effective living in the kingdom of heaven 
is that of godly humility. 

“Blessed are they that mourn.” The 
world shuns the house of mourning and 
tries to philosophize away the fact of 
sorrow. The Christian learns much from 
sorrow in his own life and is ready to 
Share the burden of his fellowman. 

“Blessed are the meek.” When a man 
rightly sees and evaluates himself he 
becomes humble. Then he “inherits the 
earth” because he truly comes to enjoy 
it as a place of service and Christian 
growth and not because he has a deed to 
a single foot of its soil. 

Note also the Christian’s spirit of 
mercy which invites mercy toward him; 
the purity of heart and cleanness of 
mind which enable a man really to see 
God in an impure world. Here is that

We notice in Genesis 11:4 that part of 
the threefold objective of this one- 
language people was the building of a 
“tower, whose top may reach unto 
heaven” (or, more accurately, “its top 
being in the heavens’). Now it was from 
“heaven” that the waters of the recent 
Flood had fallen (Gen. 7:11; 8:2). Hence 
their apparent objective was provision 
for protection against any repetition of 
the disaster of the deluge, despite God’s 
specific promise of Genesis 9:11. In this, 
of course, they were seeking independence 
from God—which is essentially what is 
behind man’s current desire for “control 
of outer space.” 

Now let us note carefully God’s words 
in connection with man’s original interest 
in the atmosphere just above the earth: 
“Behold ... this they begin to do; and 
now nothing will be restrained from them, 
which they have imagined to do.” The 
potential success of their undertaking

one blood all nations of men for 
dwell on all the face of the earth, and 
hath determined the times before ap- 
pointed, and the bounds of their habita- 
tion.” 

Undoubtedly, that which 
and drastically intervene in man’s at- 
tempt to transgress these “bounds of 
habitation” will be the return of the 
Lord Jesus Christ Himself.

HOSE who teach the doctrine of salva- 
tion by grace without the works of 
the law are constantly accused of 
promoting license to sin. The doc- 
trine of the security of the believer is 
severely attacked as a dangerous doctrine 
which encourages looseness of living and 
tends to carelessness, carnality and a 
false sense of security and peace. The 
accusations are not without some foun- 
dation, and the charges should be 
seriously faced and scripturally met. 
The preaching of salvation wholly by 
grace, without the counterbalancing 
teaching of the responsibilities of grace, 
has led many to believe that it makes no 
difference how we act and live after we

are saved, because it is “all of grace” 
and is “all under the blood.” There can 
be no question that too many Christians 
have given occasion for these accusations. 
Unless we can give a scriptural answer, 
we must admit the criticism is just. What 
then is our answer to the question: 
What is going to happen to believers 
who live and die in unrepented and 
uncontessed sin? 

Other similar questions which demand 
an answer are: Can a Christian once 
saved go back again into the world? Can 
he do as he pleases? Does grace give a 
right to sin? Will God deal with such? 
How and where will it be done? 

Various groups have put forth their 
own answers. One group has sought to 
solve the problem by the teaching of a 
future purgatory where unconfessed sins 
will be atoned for. Others teach a partial 
rapture, claiming that only the sanctified 
will be caught away and the unfaithful 
believers will be purged through the fires 
of the tribulation. 

Still others teach that the believer, 
when he sins, loses his salvation, while 


another group advances the theory that 
only overcomers will share in the mil- 
lennial reign and have part in the first 
resurrection, while the rest of the saved 
will wait until the end of the Kingdom 
Age before attaining fina: redemption 

Now, if we reject these answers as 
unscriptural, we must ask, “What is our 
answer?” Unless we can produce a better 
answer to the problem, we have no right 
to reject the honest attempts of others 
to solve it. 


+ WE believe the answer is made per- 
fectly clear in the Bible. Hundreds of 
passages inexcusably overlooked’ or 
ignored by the average student teach the 
doctrine of the Judgment Seat of Christ 
While the guilt of sin is instantly taken 
care of, permanently blotted out, when 
the sinner receives Christ and he will 
never be condemned or lost, he never- 
theless is responsible for all he does as 
a believer. He will have to give an ac- 
count at the Judgment Seat and he will 
be rewarded in perfect justice, and be 
assigned his relative rank and place in 
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the Kingdom on the basis on the record. 

This is clear from scores of unmistak- 
able passages, most familiar of which is 
I Corinthians 3:11-15. In II Corinthians 
5:10, Paul says: “For we must all appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ; that 
every one may receive the things done 
in his body, according to that he hath 
done, whether it be good or bad.” (See 
also Matt. 6:6; Matt. 10:42; Luke 6:22, 
35; Col. 3:24; Heb. 11:6; Rev. 22:12.) 
There will be a reckoning for the serv- 
ants of the Lord (Matt. 25:19). 

There are three judgments of the 
believer mentioned in the Bible: a past, 
a present and a future judgment. The 
judgment for the guilt of sin is a settled, 
past fact, assuring the believer’s position 
in Christ, his completed salvation. and 
his eternal security by the finished work 
of Christ (John 5:24; John 10:28; Rom. 
5:1; Rom. 8:1; etc.). 

There is also a present judgment of 
the believer’s “walk.” Those who con- 


tinue in unrepented, unconfessed sin God 
comes to chasten by “weakness and sick- 
ness and death” (I Cor. 11:29-31). This 
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pt eatin, 


is not a matter of salvation, but for cor- 
rection and chastening (I Cor. 11:32; 
Heb. 12:6). 

But there is a third judgment which 
is future. It has to do with our works 
and will determine our rewards for faith- 
fulness, and loss of rewards for unfaith- 
fulness. It has nothing to do with our 
salvation, only with rewards. 


+ BeErorE considering the character of 
this judgment, we must determine three 
things. First, who will be present at this 
judgment? Second, when will it take 
place? Third, where will it be held? 
The Bible is clear that only believers 
will be present at the Judgment Seat of 
Christ. It must not be confused with the 
Great White Throne Judgment (Rev. 
20:11-15) at which only the lost will 
appear. This fact is also determined by 
the difference in time. The judgment of 
believers occurs at the coming of the 
Lord Jesus before the Kingdom Age 
(Matt. 16:27; I Cor. 4:5; I Pet. 1-7; Rev. 
22:12). while the judgment of the wicked 
dead is definitely placed after the mil- 


' lennial (Rev. 20:6, 7) 

As to the place where it will be held, 
we cannot be dogmatic. Since this judg- 
ment of the believer’s works will take 
place during the interval between the 
rapture and the public return of the 
Lord Jesus to earth, it will take place

At the close 
ot this period each believer will have 
passed the inspection of his works and 
had his appropriate place and rank 
assigned in the Kingdom reign. Some 
shall have an abundant’ entrance

These are solemn considerations in- 
deed and to ignore these warnings can 
only lead to disappointment. No Chris- 
tian can look with joy to the coming of 
the Lord while living in known and 
unconfessed sin. Surely the implications 
are unmistakable. No wonder Paul says 
in I Corinthians 5:11: “Knowing there-

+ WE re-emphasize the fact that, at the 
Judgment Seat, the believer's salvation 
and security in Christ will not be the 
issue. That was settled once for all. The 
purpose of this judgment will be to justly 
reward each servant for work done in 
the body, on the basis of opportunity and 
personal ability. 

Some of the things on which the re- 
wards will be based are: 


1. Acts of mercy and love (Luke 6:35,

+ But there is more involved than the 
gain or loss of rewards. Most believers 
have given little thought to what the 
disapproval of God at the Judgment Seat 
really means. They are not interested in 
rewards, but are perfectly content with 
just being 
Simply missing a reward or crown holds 
little dread for them. The reason is 
failure to see the other side of the Judg- 
ment Seat. It not only involves a nega- 
tive loss of rewards but also a positive 
“suffering loss.” “Every man’s work shall 
be made manifest: for the day shall 
declare it, because it shall be revealed 
by fire; and the fire shall try every 
man’s work of what sort it is. If any 
man’s work abide which he hath built 
thereupon, he shall receive a reward. If 
any man’s work shall be burned, he 
shall suffer loss; but he himself shall 
fire’ (I Cor.

EZEKIEL, THE MAN AND HIS MESSAGE, by H. L. Ellison 


(Eerdmans, 


144 pages, $2.50)

\reEsH treatments of the prophetic books 

written by qualified scholars who accept 
the doctrine of the inspiration of Scrip- 
ture are always welcome. The present 
volume, written by a British scholar who 
is a Hebrew Christian and a member of 
the Plymouth Brethren, is such a book. 

Ellison writes as a conservative who 
takes seriously the prophetic writings. 
His viewpoint is premillennial, but there 
are important differences between his 
position and that of most American pre- 
millennial writers. To Ellison, “the mil- 
lennium is the antechamber of and the 
preparation for the eternal state. Its 
glories are less than those of eternity, 
but they are of the same nature” (p. 142). 

An important hermeneutical principle, 
basic in Ellison’s interpretation, is the 
statement that the book of Revelation is 
“authoritative in the interpretation of 
Old Testament symbolism.” The river of 
Ezekiel 47 is interpreted in the light of 
Revelation 22:1. and the symbolism of 
both is also seen in John 7:37. Ellison 
rejects the concept that animal sacrifices 
will be reinstated during the millennium 
as a part of the worship of God’s people. 
He interprets the Epistle to the Hebrews 


as meaning that “the abolition of the 
Asronic priesthood and of the Levitical 
sacrifices is final and for ever” (p. 142) 

Ellison holds that “all national 
prophecy is conditional” (p. 103). He 
draws an important distinction between 
prophetic and apocalyptic. The prophetic 
appeals to man’s free will, whereas the 
apocalyptic reveals God’s_ sovereignty 
Jonah is the classic example of the fact 
that, even when a condition is not stated, 
we are to assume that prophecy is con- 
ditional. Nineveh repented and was not 
destroyed forty days after Jonah’'s 
preaching. Prophecy thus contains an 
appeal to man, while the apocalyptic is 
God's encouragement of His own in the 
hour of their trials. Daniel and Revela- 
tion are apocalyptic books, but apoca- 
lyptic elements appear in Ezekiel and 
other prophetic books. 

Many of Ellison’s concepts will doubt- 
less be questioned. Statements will need 
qualification. The student of prophecy 
wil! want to consider Ellison’s viewpoint. 
however. When he differs from commonly 
accepted viewpoints he does so in a spirit 
of fairness, and makes it clear that 
Scripture is our final authority.

On occasion 
he delves into important facts concern- 
ing previous dispensations.

JENNY PAuvuL, the great Rice line star 
k in 1954, received a cut shin in the 

third quarter of the Baylor game in 
Waco, Texas, but with Baylor threaten- 
ing the Owl goal line Paul kept right on 


battling. The referee, however, noticed 
the profuse bleeding and called time. 
Coach Jess Neely asked Paul, “Think 


you can make it for three minutes?” 

Paul glanced at the scoreboard clock. 
There was that much time left in the 
third period. Then he said to Neely, “You 
mean 18 minutes. don’t you, Coach?” 

That was the kind of player the Paul 
of the Bible was. In II Timothy 4:7, he 
says, “I have fought a good fight.” 


Paul was not complimenting himself. 


He was not saying, “I played a good 
game.” 
Compliment a player, tell him he 


played a good game, and he may ruefully 
shake his head and “No, I didn’t 
play much of a good game. But it was a 
good game. wasn’t it? One of the best 
I’ve ever played in.” 

That was what Paul meant. In other 
words. he was saying, “I have played the 
game.” He was not thinking so much of 
the kind of game he had played. Rather, 
he was remembering how he had enjoyed 
playing. the thrill of playing the game 
for Christ. 

For Paul was not a sideline Christian. 
He was miserable on the bench. He 
wanted to play! And he stayed in until 
he had “finished | his] course.’ The same 
Paul also said (Acts 20:24), “But none of 
these things move me, neither count I 
my life dear .. .. so that I might finish 
my course with joy.” 

In other words, Paul knew the Chris- 
tian life was not an easy one. He knew 


say, 


it was rough and rugged to be the 
gazingstock for standing by what he 
believed to be right. But he knew, too, 
that having a goal before one meant a 
great deal. 

Paul set forth before the Philippians 
the goal of the game when he urged that 
they “stand fast in one spirit, with one 
mind striving [contesting] together for 
the faith of the gospel; and in nothing 
terrified by your adversaries” (Phil. 
1:27). We are shoulder to shoulder in 
the middle of the line in order to oper 
a hole together through which the gospel 
may speed to a broken field. 

But an athlete may experience all of 
the above—he may enjoy the game, show 
real courage by sticking with it, realize 
the advantage in standing together with 
eyes on the goal—and yet, if his purpose 
in playing is wrong, he has gained little 

Men get into sports for different pur- 
One does it merely as a condi- 
tioner. That's the case of the soldier 
athlete of the war years or the business 
man who takes up handball, tennis or 
golf. Some run to win, either for the 
school or for glory of self or for money 

Men run life’s race for many purposes 
too, some good and some bad. But the 
worst case is the man who runs vainly, 
empty of purpose. He is like Ahimaaz, 
who wanted to run though he had no 
tidings to tell. Granted his wish to run 
Ahimaaz outran the appointed courie! 
but had to stand aside when King David 
asked for news from the battlefront. 

Are we in life’s game for a purpose? 
Is that purpose God's purpose? 

Paul knew what his purpose was. Fo! 
him the game of life would be empty 
if those within the scope of his ministry 
failed to be the kind of Christians he 
exhorted them to be. Paul wanted no 
brighter reward than a good report of 
those who were his converts in Christ 
He wanted to play the game to produce 
hristian lives that would shine for 
God in a dark world. 

There is the real purpose for the Chris- 
tian. It is not only for the preacher but 
also for all who seek to serve God. END

“Books!” she exclaimed, and headed 
toward the place as though those bind- 
eries outranked in importance all the 
animal, vegetable and mineral specimens 
in the entire museum.

If anyone thinks 
he is going to learn all about study in 
fourteen hundred words or more, he is 
greatly mistaken, for it can’t be done. 
The dreadful fact is, no article and no 
one can ever teach anybody to study at 
all. Oh, they may tell you how to go 
about it, explain some principles, and 
even inspire you to do something about 
it. But the rest is up to you. 


+ Now, two more things before we get 
to the main point. I must explain that I 
am one of those people who thinks that 
an education is more valuable than 
academic recognition, whether the latter 
comes in grades or degrees. Not that the 
two cannot be synonymous—but they 
don’t have to be, and to my mind the 
first far outweighs the second. 

The reason I am telling you this is 
that you may not get the highest grades 
in school by doing all the things I am 
going to tell you, and I don’t want you 
to be disappointed. “Wisdom is the 
principal thing,” a wise man once said, 
“therefore, get wisdom; and with all thy 
getting, get understanding.” 

The other thing I wanted to say is in 
the nature of a confession. When the 
Phi Beta Kappa keys were passed out I 
was among the missing, and the only 
reason I am writing this article is be- 
cause a very gracious lady asked me— 
your YS editor.

All About Study

Everybody talks about study, but 


who does anything about it? 


science, let us now proceed with the main 
business and set down a few suggestions 
on how to study—or, to use a better term, 
how to learn. 


1. Learn for a lifetime. You may study 
for an exam tomorrow (and do pretty 
well at it, too), then forget what you 
studied forever afterward. That jolly 
little man who pulls the drawers in and 
out in your mind takes his tip from you, 
and whatever you say—a day, a week, 
a month, a year, a lifetime—goes. 

2. Try to see your subject as a whole, 
not just as parts that are somehow or 
somewhat related. You'll see better and 
faster where you’re going. Not only that, 
you’ll see where you are now, and that’s 
important. And you’ll be less apt to be 
like the man who couldn’t see the woods 
for the trees. 

3. Look for relationships, not only 
within the subject itself, but with other 
subjects. They are there, you know, and 
if you want it that way, each course can 
be a voyage of discovery for you. 

4. Keep a separate notebook for each 
subject. It lends dignity to the course, 
helps keep your notes integrated proper- 
ly, and gives a big healthy boost to your 
own morale. 

5. Keep a dictionary alongside you, 
and use it. You can’t have a language 
without words, and you can’t know the 
language without knowing the words. 
And to know the words you must have 
a dictionary! 
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6. Learn the vocabulary. Every sub- 
ject has its own vocabulary. Therefore, 
if you would go places, learn that special- 
ized vocabulary as soon as you can, and 
learn it well. It'll stand you in good 
stead when you need it. 

7. Read ideas, not words. Those hen- 
tracks on the page don’t mean a thing. 
It is the ideas they convey that move 
worlds. Look through the words and lay 
hold on the ideas behind them. 

8. Read by phrases, not by lines. Don’t 
be caught by the marks a printer makes 
on a page; it’s that idea, however com- 
plex or compound, that is ready to leap 
from the author’s mind to yours, that is 
really going to count in your education. 

9. Try to capture the major thought. 
If the author is a good writer, he will 
make sure that there is one sentence at 
least within each paragraph that will 
convey his most important idea. After 
you have found that idea, underline it 
(if the book belongs to you, of course), 
so you will have no trouble finding it 
again. Don’t be afraid of marking up 
your book; only mark it intelligently. 

10. Ask questions of the author. These 
are not to throw doubt on the author’s 
assertions, but to understand clearly 
what he is driving at. Feel free, not to 
question his knowledge of the subject— 
after all, to have written an accepted 
textbook he must have done a great 
deal of scholarly research in the field— 
but to ask, for your own information, 
questions like why, when, where, how, 
who, what, and so on. Do not be satisfied 
until you get an answer. One history 
professor I know once said that his edu- 
cation began when he began asking the 
question, “Why?” So far as I know, he’s 
still asking—and getting answers. 

11. Make a brief summary of the day’s 
lesson. The “boiling down” will have a 
unifying and cohering effect that will 


help to fix it in your mind. 

12. Rephrase the material in your own 
words, in either oral or written speech. 
You may do this a paragraph at a time, 
or in larger subdivisions. I recall a 
teacher of mine who used to rephrase 
Scripture in her own words as she began 
each lesson. As she would tell it, the old 
King James seemed to take on new and 
relevant meaning and meanwhile lose 
little or none of its beauty or dignity. I 
have no doubt her own heart and mind 
were exceedingly enriched by that trans- 
feral. So you may be enriched as you 
rephrase in your own words what some 
scholar has written out of his experience. 

13. Put the book down, and go over the 
whole lesson in your mind. Here the 
“vacancies” will show up most clearly, 
and you will realize what specific areas 
need the most strengthening. 

14. Outline each day’s material. This 
will help you see the material as a whole, 
and give you a grasp of the relative im- 
portance of all its parts. 

15. Get a study buddy. At a camp I 
attended this summer, one of the rules 
at the water front was: “Always have a 
swimming buddy.” Why? Because in that 
way there would be someone to encour- 
age, to help, to haul out, or even to cry 
“Help!” in case of trouble. Thus the 
weakness of one would be counteracted 
by the strength of the other, and both 
would survive. The same rule holds in 
learning. The boy who eats up English 
will always be glad for a helping hand 
from a science shark—and vice versa! 

16. Finally, I would say, be interested 
not only in the subject, or in that par- 
ticular area of the subject, that comes 
easy, but in everything. Just as our 
bodies are “fearfully and wonderfully 
made,” as the Scripture says, so with 
the universe and all other things. 
Nothing should fall outside the orbit of 


fascinated investigation of the fellow or 
girl who really wants to learn. Some- 
where up ahead all lines meet. It is our 
privilege to follow them, to observe thei 
relationships, and to see them at last 
converge. Meantime, we can bless the 
glorious God who has so endowed us that 
we can exult in the endeavor. END 


READING FOR RESULTS 


“I don’t get anything out of my Bible 
reading,” said a Christian friend. This is 
a common problem. What can be done? 
How can we read for results? 

First, know what you are looking for 
Is it knowledge, inspiration or a princi- 
ple to apply for today? It will make much 
difference to define your aim. Personally, 
I read my Bible with a view to knowing 
my Lord. Critical problems, difficult 
verses, obscure passages are prayed over 
but never allowed to become a stumbling 
block. 

Be sure to have a plan. One of the 
simplest is to take a piece of note paper 
and divide it down the center. On the 


right hand column write the heading 
“My Lord”; on the left the title “My 
Life”. Then as you read, jot down any 


truths you discover in the passage that 
reveal the Lord and that can be applied 
to your life. This plan makes your Bible 
reading personal and intensely practical. 

And then, assure carry-over. When the 
Holy Spirit has guided you in seeking 
truth, concentrate on a heart reaction. 
To do this, I find it helpful to write out 
sentence prayers. When your Bible read- 
ing and your praying are related, you 
have a consciousness of communion with 
Christ. Avoid generalities such as “O 
God, bless me today”. It is much better 
to pray, “O Lord, Thy word makes it clear 
that I should control my tongue. Make 
me conscious of my need to do this at 
the office today and give me grace to

+ OnE of the main points emphasized by 
the Bible about time is that there is 
never an unlimited supply of it. It is 
always short. 

Look first to see how much time God 
guarantees to the unbeliever in which he 
may be saved. What would you think the 
answer would be—threescore years and 
ten, maybe? No. The answer is found in 
II Corinthians 6:2. How many days 
are promised to the unbeliever as days 
of salvation? Does God promise that you 
may be saved tomorrow? 

Have you been putting off a decision 


to receive Christ as your Saviour and 
commit your life to Him? See the mes- 
sage of God to you about “time” in 
Hosea 10:12. 


Read Luke 19:41 and 42 to see what the 


attitude of the Lord Jesus is to those 
who miss their opportunity of salvation 
Evidently there is nothing more He can 


do. The last phrase in verse 44 is the 


way Jesus describes the day of oppor- 
tunity. Remember that God may neve! 
visit” you again. 


+ WE have seen, then, that time is short 
for the unbeliever. Is time also short for 
the Christian? Yes. See how short human 
life is by turning to Psalm 90:10. Then 
see what prayer this leads Moses to pra\ 
by looking at verse 12. Every day is 
precious, so what must we do to ou 
days? 

The same verse gives us one thing we 
should seek for each day. What is it? 
See the last word of the verse. This word 
means Christian knowledge, godly learn- 
ing. There is so little time and so much 
to learn if we are to be worthy ambas- 
sadors of the King of kings. Will this 
verse challenge you, perhaps, to under- 
take some course of study (perhaps eve- 
ning classes or correspondence courses) 
to get to know your faith better? At any 
rate, it should make you get down to 
your Bible more faithfully. 
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Some of us are dishonoring the Lord 
by living in such a ruth that we have 
no time for His Word and for good 
Christian books. 


+ ANOTHER passage about the shortness 
of the time is Romans 13:11-14. What 
does Paul say is soon to take place? What 
does he mean by this? We often get this 
wrong—we speak of “a man’s day” as 
being finished when he dies, but in fact 
we are at present living in our “night,” 
and the day will break when Jesus comes. 

Therefore, says Paul in verse 12, we 
ought to be living a certain kind of life. 


He describes it negatively as well as posi- | 


tively. You will find a negative and a 
positive phrase also in verse 14, exactly 
corresponding to the others. How would 
you describe in your own words what 
these phrases mean? Try to think of just 
one example of how you can obey each 
of them in your own life. 

The meaning of all this is that the 
Christian has no time to waste on sin or 
even on things which are not wrong in 
themselves but which are closely bound 
up with the “works of darkness.” How 
do you measure up?
